LIGHTING SYSTEM 
CHOSEN. 


Many cities have adopted this means of bringiiv 


about a general war on dirt and filth and annua 
c!ean-up week about this time of the spring has be- 
come imbedded as a sort of institution in the commim 
ity life of these cities. 
The results go much farthe: 


than the mere removal of dirt and debris from private 
premises. A city that teaches itself to keep clean !i 
quite apt to cultivate a desire to b"e also beautiful. 
1 he impulse thus started goes of its own momentum 
and from merely keeping premises clean householdcr; 
imbibe the wish and learn the way to have their prem- 
ises embellished. Cities where this aspiration has be- 
gun to express itself in general practice are making 
names for themselves which do much to forward their 
material prosperity. 


Cleaning-tip is an essential part of the City Beautiful 


propaganda and it should be appreciated quite as much 
as a matter of duty as a matter of pride. Moreover, 
the bearing of general cleanliness upon the general 
conditions of health should not be overlooked or dis- 
counted. Clean-up w'eek will save some money. 


The board of works has brought the long-vexed 


question of an ornamental lighting system for the 
business center of the city to a result by adopting the 
tungsten system. So far as the uppermost phase of 
the matter is concerned this will prove satisfactory to 
a majority of the persons who have interested them- 
selves in the project. 
When it was first decided to 


begin this part of the City Beautiful'program nothing 
else was .in mind or suggested than some such system 
of lighting as that which has just been adopted. 


No one can bring under question the motives of Mr. 


Wood in pressing his own lamp for adoption or criti- 
cise the propriety of his dillegencc and aggressiveness 
in urging its adoption. It is natural that he should 
feel great ipride in it and that he should desire to see it 
installed in his home city. But it is no disparage- 
ment of his lamp or of any of its numerous and signal 
merits that it was not adopted. The sole fact that it 
was unlike what was wanted and what all along had 
been'in mind is responsible for the selection of an- 
other system. 
Then, too, the prospect that amounts 


to a practical assurance that the lamp chosen would 
soon be manufactured in Fort Wayne had influence 
with many .who preferred the more mellowed light of 
the 'tungsten yet who would not have allowed that to 
stand in .the way of their endorsement of the Wood 
•lamp had not there been that prospect. 


The issue has been discussed with much feeling, 


but we beliave without any bitterness that will endure. 
The board of works decided as it believed the major 
sentiment directed, and the chief criticism that will 
be elicited is likely to rest upon its delaying its judg- 
ment so long as to permit the issue to become con- 
fused, distorted and involved in the added vexations 
of needless controversy. 
The board of course takes 


the tenable position that it held the question open for 
evidence that the promoters of the improvement were 
making a mistake and for reasons that its own judg- 
ment should be changed. 


President Taft made a strong argument in behalf 


of his reciprocity agreement when he spoke in New 
York Thursday night and exposed the kernel of the 
situation when he declared that if reciprocity proved 
in operation a harmful arrangement there was no 
obligation upon this country to continue it. The very 
term itself defines its purpose. Reciprocity means a 
mutual advantage, an establishment of trade condi- 
tions that will permit this country to confer on Cana- 
da benefits she can obtain in no other way and will 
enable this _ country to derive from Canada benefits 
that otherwise we cannot enjoy. The idea is that both 
countries will be helped much more than they can be 
harmed. If in experience the contrary proves to be 
the case with either country the principal so suffering 
will not long hesitate to abrogate the treaty. The fact 
that the issue has altogether censed to ta partisan in 
congress is one of the strongest possible evidences that 
it will yield the. benefits sought in it.

ing started for him and says there is nothing at all to 
it. He declares Governor Marshall is the Indiana 
democracy's candidate and that all elements of the 
party arc for him. Senator Kern is doubtless sincere 
in what he says, but it doesn't dispose of the movement 
in his behalf just inaugurated in Indianapolis by the 
organization of a Kern presidential club which al- 
ready has a press bureau in working order and is 
sending its literature broadcast. Of course Senator 
Kern is not responsible for this and will be thoroughly 
understood as meaning just what he says in his decla- 
ration that he is in no sense a candidate and that he 
favors Governor Marshall. Still there is no doubt 
that a very formidable movement could be started in 
his behalf were he to permit it.

While there has not been special effort to bring 


about concert of purpose to make the coming week- 
clean-up week in Fort Wayne, there is no reason why 
there should not be a general movement in that.direc- 
tion, during the six days beginning next Monday.

SOME HAVE NO DAILY BREAD. 


Peasants of Many Countries Have Sub- 
stitutes of Qrain and Nut Porridges. 


There are regions wherein the poorer 


classes ot peasant!' eat little or no 
iread, London Tid-Blts says. 
Baked 


loaves of bread are practically 
un- 


known in many parts of southern Aus- 
tria and Italy and 
throughout the 


agricultural district of Roumania. 


It is said that in the village'o[ the 


Obersteiermarlt, not far from Vienna, 
bread is never seen, the staple food be- 
ing sterz, a kir.d of porridge .made from 
eroiind beechnuts, taken at breakfast 
with fresh or curdled milk, at dinner 
with -broth or fried In lard and with 
milk again at supper. 
This dish is 


ilso known as heiflen, and takes the 
place of bread not only in the Austrian 
district named, but in Carinthia and in 
nany parts ot the Tyrol. 
,In northern Italy the peasants af- 
fect a substitute for bread called po- 
enta. a porridge made of boiled grain. 
Polenta is not, however,' allowed 
to 


'granulate" like Scotch 
porridge or 


like the Austrian sierz, but is boiled 
into a solid pudding, which is cut up 
and portioned out with a string. It is 
eaten cold as often as it is hotT-and it 
is in every sense the Italian's daily 
bread.

JACOB A. KEPLINGER, 


Retired Railroad Engineer .Who Has 
_____ 
Passed Away. 


his home, 2138 Force 
of 73 years. 'Mr. Keplinffer's railroad 
career extended over a period of fifty- 
three years up to little more than three 
years ago, when he was placed on the 
company's veteran roll, and since that 
time -had Jived Jn quiet retirement at 
fiis home. Mr. Keplinger was ill but 
a few weeks, and a short time ago un- 
derwent a surgical operation, but it 
was ineffectual in restoring him to 
health, and he.had been steadily de- 
clining for some days. 


Mr. Keplinger was a native of Starke 


county, o., born April s, 1S3S 
and 


came to Fort Wayne .as a mere lad. 
When but 16 years of age he began 
work on the Ohio & Indiana railroad 
now a part of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem, 
during the construction between 


Van Wert and Fort Wayne, and his 
first employment was as a laborer upon 
the construction train which distribut- 
ed ties and other materials along the 
grade. Later he became a fireman on 
one of the old wood-burning' engines 
then in use, and in his reminiscences 
of the early days Mr. Keplinger often 
detailed occasions when it became 
necessary for the train to stop along 
the route while the crew, armed with 
axes, went into the woodland along the 
•tracks to cut and replenish the en- 
gine's fuel supply. 


_ In the forty-three years of his serv- 
ice as a. passenger engineer Mr Kep- 
linger was in but two wrecks, .and in 
each of these he was exonerated from 
blame. The first occurred thirty-eight 
years ago at Summit siding near Ply- 
mouth, -where -Mr. Keplinger's train 
ran 
into an 'open switch left by a 


freight crew. .Mr. Keplinger escaped 
with a few slight injuries .while his 
fireman met instant death. Some ten 
years ago, Mr. Keplinser was -in an- 
other accident at Ada,.O., in which a 
number of passengers were killed Ho 
reached the age limit for retirement on 
December 13, 1907, after his Jong and 
excellent record in the railroad serv- 
ice. 


Sir. Keplinger is survived by the 


widow and nine children. The latter 
are C. W. and Claude J. Keplinger, or 
Canton, O.: Harry A.,- George F. and 
Albert H. Keplinger, of Fort Wayi,u- 
Mrs. C. N. Jones and Mrs. C. T. Pid- 
geon. of Fort Wayne: Frank E D 
Keplinser. of Newark, N. J.. and War- 
ren E. Keplinger, of Cincinnati.

I have been asked to give my reasons 


l*r believing that the Bible is the ver- 
itable Word of God. The request is, 
no doubt, due to the fact that I am a 
"Conservative," and happy to confess 
It. 
If I regarded the Scripture as a 


mingled tissue of truth and falsehood, 
I could not honestly say that I believe 
it. But I mean precisely what I say. 
.1 To my mind the Bible is not true In 
"spots, but true and trustworthy from 
beginning to end. And tiiis is the faith 
of the Christian church along the ages. 
The eenmies of the Bible are so vo- 
ciferous that at times one is moved to 
lament as Elijah did under the juniper 
tree, "I, even I only, am left';" but the 
Lord reassures us. "I have left me a 
great multitude who have not bowed 
their knees to the anti-Biblical Baal." 
. Be of good courage, therefore. "God's 
I In his heaven; all's right with the 
.1 world." 
* 
It Is a great thing to be .1 conserva- 


tive. We are bound to move with the 
moving world, providing we move not 
away from the immovable faith which 
was "once for all delivered to the 
saints." We are bound to keep open 
house tor Truth; but we are bound no 
\ 
less to double-bolt our doors when 


' Falsehood knocks and shouts, "Let me 


In!" 


God in the Universe. 


Wbether.-a man believes his Bible or 


V rejects it, two things may be fairly re- 
, 
quired o£ him. On the one hand he 


^ 
should frankly and truthfully state his 
position without mumbling or mouth- 
Ing it; and on the other he should be 
ready always to give an answer 
to 


, 
every man that asketh him a reason 
for it. 


The'following, now,"are my reasons 


for holding that the Bible Is the true 
and trustworthy Word of God. 


First, there is a presumption In Its 


f&vor. 


If there is a God anywhere In the 


universe, and if we are his children, he 
would surely not leave us in doubt re 
' 
spectlng the great problems which hav. 
to do with our spiritual and eterna 
life. If an earthly father advises hi: 
sons and daughters, in their distres: 
and bewilderment, assuring •them o 
his plans and purposes concernin 
them, Is It reasonable to suppose tha 
our heavenly Father would do less 
Plato lamented that he was adrift o 
a raft upon an open sea with no rud 
der nor star above to guide him; yet 


ence of human experience: for truth 
and righteousne*s are the two hemis- 
pheres of man. And having spoken in 
this manner it leaves nothing more to 
be said. Wherefore It concludes with 
the word, "Finis." The Book was thus 
closed forever. There was to be no 
addendum: there were no errata. That 
word "finis" is a challenge to the cen- 
turies: "1 am complete; supplant or 
supplement me if you can!" 


(3) Its up-to-dateness. Here is the 


oldest book In the world. The Book of 
Job hart been written three thousand 
years when our 
own Chaucer first 


opened the springs ot "English undc- 
fyled." The Book of Ruth was twenty- 
five hundred years old when America 
was discovered. Yet there are hundreds 


f millions of people who read their 
Jibles dally and find them fresh as , 
he break of day. This is because the 
Book was adjusted in tile beginning, to 


11 the vicissitudes of time and 
the 


irogress of coming ages. Its truths, Its 
•thical precepts, its "exceeding great 
Mid precious promises," are like ori- 
ental spices, which the more they are 
rubbed give forth the more of fragrant 
sweetness. The Gospel is "good news." 
It is as new and fresh as when the 
Evangel came to paradise. It is the 
ast tidings from the heaven of a lov- 
ing God. 


The Certainty ef Bible Truth. 


(4) Its tone of authority. It might 


be supposed that a book dealing with 
spiritual truths, all of which lie be- 
yond the purview of the physical sense, 
would speak with some, measure of re- 
serve or uncertainty; but there are no 
"Ifs" or "perhapses" or "perad^entures" 
here. How could a divine book speak 
that way? We want no guesses about 
life and immortality. We must know. 
We want authority; and there can be 
no final authority, with respect to these 
problems, except a divine Ipse dtxlt 
Wherefore the Book says always "Yea 
and amen," and "Thus salth the Lord,' 
and "Verily, verily, I say unto you."

he, pagan, though he was, ventured the 
hope''thatin'gbod timo "the gods would 
give us a stanch boat to sail in." This 
was but the expression of s.- universal 
instinct. It'there is'a God he must re- 
veal himseH to his children. There is, 
then, somewhere in the v.-orld, a clear 
and authoritative Word of God. Where 
Is it?, 
• 
'• 


Second, the Bible claims to be this 


authoritative Word of God. 


It claims to be inspired; nor does it 


leave the meaning of "inspiration" in 
doubt. The word is theopneustos, that 
is, "breathed of God." It says, in ex- 
plicit terms, "All Scripture is given by 
Inspirajtion, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, 'for reproof, for correction, for 
Instruction in righteousness; that the 
man of God may be perfect^ thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works." And 
It speaks no less definitely as to the 
method of its inspiration: 
"For the 


prbphecy came not by the will of man; 
but holy men spake as 
they 
were 


moved by the Spirit of God." 


The Authority of the Bible. 


If the Bible is not true, then it sets 


•up a fraudulent claim; but 
if that 


claim can be. verified we have no alter- 
native but to receive it at its face value 
and frame our lives accordingly. The 
queiC.ion, pro or contra, must be deter- 
mined by Internal evidence. We pro- 
ceed, therefore, to open the Book: and 
Tire shall find that the proof of its in- 
spiration is as complete and satisfac- 
tory as that which it furnishes to sub- 
stantiate" the immortality of the soul, 
the divinity of Christ or any other fun- 
damental truth. In other words- 


Third, its claim is verified. • 


^ 
An examination of the contents of 


the Book discloses the following facts: 
(1) Its unity. Here is a volumew made 
up of sixty-six books, on a. large va- 
riety of themes, written by forty odd 
writers of various tongues and nation- 
alities, writing at intervals along a pe- 
riod of sixteen hundred years, and rep- 
' resenting all degrees of racial develop- 
ment from barbarism to clearest light. 
Yet the sixty-six books thus composed, 
when bound together, constitute a har- 
monious and consistent whole; yield- 
ing one system of doctrine, one code of 
ethics, one "rule of faith and practice" 
for all the children of men. 


Shall we call this a fortuitous cir- 


cumstance? The folly of such a state- 


.jnent would immediately be recognized 


in any other province. If forty odd 
persons of different tongues and 
de- 


grees o£ musical culture were to pass 
through the organ loft of a church, at 
long intervals, and. without possibility 


- o£ collusion, strike sixty-six notes 


which when combined should yield the 
theme of the grandest oratorio ever 
heard. I respectfully submit that the 
man who regarded that as "a fortuitous 


-'circumstance" would by universal con- 


sent be regarded as a fool. The con- 
clusion would be Irresistible that there 
was one controlling mind, a great 
Tone-JIaster. behind it. 


A Book for A:! Ages. 


(2) Its completeness. The Bible is 


the only book that touches and solves 


i- 
every one of the great problems that 
have to do with human destiny. You 
ca«not ask a. question concerning God 
or immortality or salvation which it 
does not answer, and answer so clear- 
ly as to satisfy the simplest mind. It 
furnishes a code of moral? also which 
covers every possible question that can 
be asked respecting the conduct of life. 
The Decalogue and its exposition in 
the Sermon on the Mount are univer- 


' 
sally recognized as the two perfect 
ethical syrrtttpls. When the Book has 


Put an "if" into the Decalogue and 


you lay a charge of dynamite unde 
the morality of men and nations. Pu 
an "If" under the manger at Bethle 
hem and you destroy the happiness o 
a million homes. 
Put an "if" unde 


Calvary and you make us of all men 
most miserable. Put an "if" under th 
empty sepulchre in Joseph's 
garden 


and our visions of lite and immortality 
vanish fnto thin air; But blessed b 
God, 
there are no "Ifs" in the Bible 


It gives no uncertain sound. It speak 
as the oracles of God. 


(5) Its truth; Its faultless, flawless 


truth. The claim of absolute inerrancy 
is not made for any current version 
of the Scriptures. It would be singu- 
lar indeed if the hundreds of current 
versions were so absolutely 
identical 


as to show no discrepancies. Let It 
be noted, however, that these discrep- 
ancies are so insignificantly slight as 
not to affect in the sligntest degree the 
integrity of the doctrinal and 'ethical 
teaching. And let it be observed also— 
and this I wish to emphasize—that they 
are "such as to convince any 
candid 


mind that they were not in the original 
but have crept into the text in the pro- 
cess of translation and transmission. 
This being true, they furnish of them- 
selves a. mighty argument for the ab- 
solute inerrancy of the original auto- 
graph. 


If it be replied that no man living has 


ever seen that "original autograph" 
and that we are not practically con- 
cerned with it, we answer that the ob- 
jection proves either too little or too 
much. For, by the same token, no liv- 
ing man has ever seen the Incarnate 
Word of God. 
He lived only thirty 


years in this world of ours and then 
vanished. The only knowledge that we 
have of him, apart from the Scriptures 
is through his followers; for every 
Christian is, so to speak, a current ver 
sion of the incarnate Word, 
Christ 


like the Bible, has suffered by trans 


Four Kings. This man with the spade 
is continually verifying tne historicity 
of the Bible in that way. 


The same can be affirmed 
of 
its 


science. It is frequently said that "the 
Bible was not intended to b« a scien- 
tific book." giving the Impression that 
It makes little difference whether Its 
scientific statements are trustworthy 
or not. The question, however, is not 
whether'the Bible was intended to be 
a scientific book, but whether It Is true 
or not. Falsus In uno, falsus In omni- 
bus. If the Bible cannot be trusted at 
this point, what ground have we for 
committing ourselves to Its guidance 
In -spiritual things? 
You have im- 


pugned the veracity of your witness 


1 
Fourth, its indestructibility. 
No other book lias ever provoked 
uch fierce oposlt'ion. If fires and acids 
ould have destroyed It. It would have 
>een lost and forgotten long ago. 
The 


xncient cities of the vrorld were lit with 
onflres of Bibles; yet tne Book sur- 
.•ives without the smell of fire upon it 
The corrosive acids of unfair criticism 
have been poured upon it from time 
immemorial: but they have not 
de- j 


strayed a single page of it. The Book 
s Its own greatest,-niracle. It stands, 
to use the words of Gladstone, as "the 
mpregnable rock." 
He was thinking 


of Gibraltar, which guards the Gates 
of Hercules where the storms of the 
Atlantic and Mediterranean meet in a 
mighty' grapple. 
Its foot Is strewn 


with the wreckage of ships that have 
defied it; but Gibraltar stands. In like 
manner the Bible survives its 
foes. 


'Surely the people is grass. The grass 
withereth, the flower fadeth; but the 
Word of our God shall stand forever!" 


Fifth, it makes men and nations. 
The Bible has gone In the forefront 


ot civilization all along the centuries. 
Draw a line around the nations that 
have the Bible, and you will then have 
divided between barbarism and civil- 
ization; between thrift and poverty, be- 


Many people are proud of their birth. 


If they can trace their ancestry back 
for a few centuries, or to some illus- 
trious person, they are greatly pleased. 
They prltJe themselves on their family, 
and are rejoiced over their kinship 
with every great person to whom they 
are related. In one sense this is very 
good, if it is not carried to extremes, 
so as to make one foolish. 


But there is even a higher relation- 


ship than that of family. It is the re- 
ationship of character. 
He who is 


truthful and honest and pure is closely 
akin to all those who. even-where and 
in all ages, are and have been pure 
and honest and truthful. He who Is 
noble in his nature is akin to all those 
who are, or have been, -noble whether 
tie has a genealogy that makes them 
related, according to the flesh. Or not. 
He who is of noble character and heart 
and soul is a nobleman, in the estima- 
tion of God and of all noble men, 
whether he belongs, or not, to a family 
that calls Itself noble. 


The highest and purest relationship 


that can exist on earth Is the kinship 
between all those who have been born 
Into God's family by the new and di- 
vine birth from the Holy Spirit. This 
is the best and noblest family in the 
world. It is a royal family. It is the 
only family on earth that has a real 
right to call itself royal. God, the 
great Kins of kings. Is the Father of 
this family. He who Is a member of 
this pood and great family need not be 
much concerned as to hH earthly geri- 
ealogy. 
He Is a child of t'he Great 


King. H.e Is a prince. He has eternal

The Bible the Only Authentic Record 


It is nevertheless of- supreme 
im 


portance that we - shall believe tha 
Christ, as he once lived on earth, wa 
the perfect Son of God. And the ver 
mistakes of believers in their earnes 
yet inadequate efforts to copy his lif 
and character are evidences of his per- 
fection. We are ever striving to get 
back to the original Christ; precisely 
as reverent students of the Scriptures 
seek, by both textual and 
historical 


criticism, to reach the 'original auto- 
graph," that is, the "first edition" of 
the written Word of .God. 


If the destructive" critics were to be 


taken at their word the Bible is full of 
frightful errors. Its prophecies have 
failed, its history.is not historical, its 
science is unscientific, its stories are 
myths, its 'facts are 
fabulous; 
and 


tween selfishness and cnarity,.between 
oppression and freedom, between life 
'and the shadow of death. The three 
great powers today are America and 
England and Germany;^ with one other 
coming to the front. As for England 
'ft was publicly affirmed 7)y Queen Vic- 
toria that "the Bible was the secret of 
its greatness." 
As for Germany, at 


the-close of the Franco-Prussian war, 
Pere Hyacinthe declared to his people 
that the reason fortheir calamitous de- 
feat lay In the fact that every German 
oldier had a Bible In his knapsack. As 
or America, its free institutions are 
ounded on Bible principles. 


Sixth, I believe the Bible because 
itirist believed it. . 
He spoke of it .as "truth" and as "the 


Word of God." He preached it. 
He 


iracticed it. 
He made the Bible the 


determining factor, in the problem of 
his kingdom. He commissioned his 
disciples to "go p'reach." Preach what? 
The Word. This was "the good seed" 
which they "were to sow.- The world is 
.0 be converted by it. 
And if this 


Book was true enough for Christ it is 
:rue enough for every Christian; and 
t is true enough for me. 


Seventh, it has power to save. 
In every heart, down below all other 


wants and 'aspirations, there is a pro- 
found longing to know the way of spir- 
itual life. The world is crying, "What 
shall I do to be saved?" Of all books 
the Bible is, the only one that answers 
that universal1 ory. There are pthers 
that set forth morality with more or 
less correctness; but there is 
none 


that suggests a blotting out of the rec- 
ord of the mislived past or an escape 
from the 'penalty of the broken law. 
There are other books -that 
have 


poetry; but there is none that sings the 
song of salvation or gives a troubled 
soul the peace that floweth' like a river. 
There are other books that have elo- 
quence; but there is no other that en- 
ables us to behold God himself with 
outstretched hands pleading with men 
to turn and live. 
There are 
other 


books that have science, but there is 
no other that can give the soul a def- 
inite assurance 6£ the future lite, so 
, that it can say, "I know whom I have 
believed; and I am persuaded that he 


For my own part, I have never 


ceased to rejoice that God has ap- 
pointed me to such an office. 
People 


talk of the sacrifice I have made In 
spending so much of my life in Africa. 
Can that be called a sacrifice which is 
simply paid back as a small part of a 
great debt owing to our God, which we 
can never repay? Is that a sacrifice 
which brings Its own best reward in 
healthful activity, the consciousness of 
doing good, peace o£ mind, and a bright 
hope of a glorious destiny hereafter? 


Away with the word In such a view, 


and with such a thought! 
It Is em- 


phatically no sacrifice. 
Say, rather, 


it Is a privilege. Anxiety, sickness, 
suffering, or danger, now and then, 
with a foregoing of the common con- 
veniences and charities of this life, 
may -make us pause and cause the 
spirit to waver and the soul to sink, 
but let this only be^for a moment. All 
these are nothing when compared with 
the glory which shall hereafter be re- 
vealed in and for us. I never made a 
sacrifice. Of this we ought not to talk 
when we remember the great sacrifice 
which he made who left his Father's 
throne on high to give himself for us: 
"Who, being the brightness 
of that 


Father's glory, and the express image 
of his person, and upholding all things 
by the word of his power, when he had 
by .himself purged our sins, sat down 
on the right hand of_the Majesty on 
high." — David Livingstone.

Kins L'zziah 
was 
of 
illustrious 


descent, being ninth in line^from King 
David. Uzziah was crowned king of 
Judah at sixteen years of age. He was 
made up of good and evil; good from 
David, Solomon, Asa and Jehosephat; 
bad from Rehoboam, very bad from his 
father Amaziah. who forsook God and 
set up idols, but worst of all from his 
great-grandmother Athallah. But Uz- 
ziah did make progress against the evil 
that was born in him; the secret of his 
success is to be found in the statement 
that Uzziah was "niarvelously helped 
of the Lord until he was exceeding 
strong" (II Chrno. 26:8-15). How was 
he "strong?" He owned vast herds of 
cattle; he possessed many vineyards; 
he dug many wells (a great benefac- 
tion In the orient); he formed a great 
army. He fortified Jerusalem by build- 
ing towers at the city gates, and on 
the wall. 
He mounted on the walls 


catapults for hurling large stones and 
engines for shooting Immense arrows, 
for such were the munitions of war in 
those days. Surely King Uzziah was 
great In being a man ul comprehensive 
mind. 


We have all been told of a tower 


that was built so high that it toppled 
over; and Uzziah rose so high In his 
own estimation that he had a down- 
fall. He dared to venture higher than 
God helped,him, he essayed to offer 
sacrifice in the temple. 
He entered 


Into the holy place of the sacred edifice 
to burn incense upon the golden altar. 
Azarlah, the high priest, saw him un- 
lawfully entering the temple, nnd took 
with him eighty priests to prevent the 
sacrilege. But Uzziah would not yield 
until God smote him with leprosy in 
the forehead, as if to rebuke his proud 
thoughts. 


Then Uzziah left the temple, and 


went to live In a house by himself, for 
a leper might not live with others, not 
even his family, in any house; 
and 


there alone he died, after having been 
king for fifty-two years. "Pride goeth 
before destruction, and a 
haughty 


spirit before a fall." 


Some one has said: 
"As chessmen 


are all thrown Into the bag together, 
so In'the grave there is no distinction; 
skulls wear no wreaths, and corpses 
carry no marks of honor." But this is 
not true; In fact, no ona goes into his 
grave without carrying his distinction 
with him, whether for good or evik 
Sometimes tombstones, and even mon- 
uments, are raised that tell quite a. dif- 
ferent story from what Is really known 
concerning those who lie beneath

MILLIONAIRE CONTRACTORS BEATING A STRIKE.

In the April issue of tho American 


Magazine, Bay Stannard Baker, writ- 
ing of the Newark, Ohio, riot, under 
the title of "The Thin Crust of Civil- 
ization," Quotes a statement from'R. 
C. Bigbee, whom the magazine desig- 
nates as "the only law-abiding saloon- 
keeper in Licking county." 


- Mr. Bigbee's Statement 


"When I reo«ntl7 met you In our 


city, you asked me to give my idea in 
regard to the ,wet end flry subject, now 
and for some time past the most dis- 
cussed subject since the days when tha 
other abolitionists flourished. In the 
very first plao«, permit mo to say, 
that I am not now, never have been, 
and perhaps never will be a "dry" 
man. 
Neither am I trying: to get on 


the good side of the "dry" toroes for 
political purposes, for I am not now, 
and perhaps never -will be, a candi- 
date for political preferment, and even 
if I should be,' it -would be my -wish 
that the people should know Just 
where I stand on all matfcers of pub- 
lic interest. During the campaign qn 
the "wet" and "dry" subjeot, I did all 
I honorably could to make our county 
go wet. 


Liquor Dealers Law Breakers, 


I became a distiller and liquor deal- 


cd in a small -way in the spring o: 
1S81; and while one of the very first 
resolutions that I made -was that I 
•would do business as near according 
to Jarv as it could be done, I noticed 
that the business, as a rule, was be- 
ing conducted in exactly the opposite 
direction: that is. contrary to laxv in 
almost every particular, and by almost 
everj- dealer. Of the fourteen years 
that I was engaged in the wholesale 
and retail liquor business In this city, 
it is an undeniable fact that, so far 
as law enforcement was concerned, 
there was at least ten years of the 
time that the city had no mayor, or 
at least no executive. It is true that 
we had men In the mayor's office, men 
who never missed a pay day nurinsr 
this entire time, hut it is aVso equally 


that they missed everything: else 


pertaining Jo the office. In an execu- 
tive way. and lawlessness relsned su- 
preme: liquor was sold to anybody and 
everybody by some of the many fleal- 
«rs. prostitutes were allowed to prome- 


nade the 'streets in company with their 
gentlemen friends at any time of the 
day or night, and lawlessness of almost 
every kind became so rampant that re- 
spectable competition in the liquor 
business was In a manner destroyed, 
and as the number of saloons gradu- 
ally increased, the morals of the busi- 
ness became lower and lower. 
Endorse the Worst Possible Officials. 


At one time during the fourteen 


years of which I have spoken, it came 
time to select candidates for the office 
of mayor, and both of the old-time 
parties looked the'city over 'carefully 
and proceeded to make the very worst 
possible selections that they could 
have made, without resorting to a 
shipment of material from "darkest 
Africa'." Well, the result of this was 
that an independent ticket was placed 
in the field, with a republican prohi- 
bitionist at the head of it, and as I 
couldn't hope to continue long in busi- 
ness with either one of the other two 
in office, I worked ana voted for the 
prohibitionist, the liquor dealers pro- 
testing, saying in their characteristic 
way that I was a - 
- fool, and that if 


my man was elected he would at once 
proceed to close me up. My reply to 
this was that if'I did business accord- 
ing to law, he couldn't close me up. 
and if he was compelled to close tnem 
up for repeated violations of law, my 
competition 
would be much more 


pleasant, and the business much more 
honorable, and correspondingly more 
profitable. 
But my man didn't get 


there. 


Mr. Baker also quotes from the year 


book of the United States Brewers' 
association the following: 


From Brewers' Year Book. 


One potent reason for the exclusion 


of the saloons was without double the 
condition into which they had been al- 
lowed to drift. 
The hours of 


selling were supposedly from 5 a. m. 
to 12 p. m.. except Sunday; but through 
a working agreement with the mayor 
the back doors were permitted to be 
kept open Sundays from 6 to S n. m. 
and from 1 to $ p. m. Rooms were 
maintained In whirh women might be 
supplied with drink, and while tho 
"stall" system did not prevail, some of 
the saloons stoofl for the worst evils 
connected with the drink traffic.

Special Benefits Derived. 


While the value of the bureau's re- 


ports and warnings to many interests 
is so obvious as scarcely to need more 
than the brief mention already given, 
there are numerous special applications' 
of the information to individual, pur- 
suits, and industries that might not 
have been suspected. An account of 
some of these may iead to an increased 
use of the data in quarters where the 
possibility of their application'-lias not 
-vet been recognized, and additional de- 
tail ot the manner in which the infor- 
mation is utilized in n. number of en- 
terprises will doubtless be found of 
interest. 
' Tllc railway and transportation com- 
panies moke continued use of the fore- 
casts in oil of their shipments. Perish- 
able products are protected 
against 


temperature extremes by icing or lieat- 
mjr. as conditions may re<iuire 
Often- 


times shipments of perishable goods 
arc accelerated when it is found possi- 
ble to carry them to their destination 
in advance of the expected unfavorable 
temperature conditions. When this can 
not be accomplished, goods en route 
are run into round bouses for protec- 
tion. 
An advance notice of a cold 


wave, will also often hold up a con- 
templated shipment 
until 
after the 


freeze has passed, and. if the cold is 
protracted, the companies WJH r<,ruse 
to receive consignments ot goods likely 
to be injured by low temperatures. 
These precautions -v,,p;y in some in- 
stances to prospective temperature 
changes .within comparatively narrow 
limits.

precipitate. Many brewers hold their 
beer shipments when the distance to 
be traversed Is more than sixty miles 
and a minimum temperature of 20 de- 
grees is anticipated. 


How Used in the Cities. ' 
' 


The uses made of temperature fore- 


casts in the cities are more varied than 
is generally supposed. With notice of 
an approaching cold wave greenhouses 
are closed and" boilers fired. Prepara- 
tions are at once made by heating and 
lighting plants, whether gas, electric, 
steam or hot water, to' meet the in- 
creased demands that will follow. Fire 
plugs, .exposed mains 
plumbing are protected, jutuge SLUUK- 
yards drain their mains. Gasoline en- 
gines- are drained. Work in concrete 
is stopped.. Brewing companies take 
care of exposed ammonia condensers 
and water connections. 
Street rail- 


way companies arrange for more heat 
in their cars. Natural gas companies 
turn a larger amount of gas into their 
lines to provide for Increased 
con- 


sumption. 
Merchants curtail adver- 


tisements or direct attention largely to 
cold weather articles. Oyster dea'iers 
lay in a larger stock. Coal dealers sup- 
ply partial orders to all 
customers 


needing fuel, instead of full orders to a 
few, and thus please all of'ther patrons. 
Ice factories reduce their output. The 
dredging of sand and gravel ceases and 
iron ore piled up for shipment is placed 
in the holds of vessels, to prevent the 
wet masses from freezing solid. Char- 
ity organizations prepare to. meet in- 
creased demands for food and fuel and 
thus minimize 
suffering, among the 


poor. 


In Agricultural Districts. 


In the agricultural districts the frost 


and cold wave warnings are invaluable 
to the trucker and fruit grower, espe- 
cially in the spring, when the tender 
vegetables are protected by covering 
with paper, cloth or soil, and fruit is 
safeguarded by smudging, 
irrigation 


or other methods designed to maintain 
the temperature 
above 
the 
danger 


point. -In the fall these warnings are 
utilized in the cranberry regions byS 
flooding the bogs until after the cold 
weather has passed or danger of frost 
is over. 
Many crops, such as beans 


and grapes, are saved by being picked 
in advance of the freeze, while tobac- 
co and unmatured corn are cut at once 
upon advance notice of damaging cold 
weather. Potato digging is suspend- 
ed and the dug potatoes removed from 
the field and sugar cane is cut and 
windrowed upon receipt of such ad- 
vices, immense savings having resulted 
in the sugar districts of Louisiana as 
a result of such action. The expected 
duration and severity of freezes gov- 
ern operations in the Ice harvest: if 
teh cold is to be prolonged the ice me»» 
await the desired thickness, but other- 
wise .the cutting will bo hastened in 
order to secure the best possible re- 
turns under the circumstances. 
Fore- 


casts in spring are helpful 
in 
the 


maple sugar industry, as. the collection 
and boilfng of the sap are more or 
less dependent upon the coming con- 
ditions. The temperature forecasts are 
J.lso largely utilized by farmers in the 
\iiling of hogs, by sheepmen at lamb- 
ing and shearing time and by stock- 
men in general at critical seasons of 
the rear. 


In the raisin growing 
districts of 


California rain forecasts arc of great 
value. The raisin crop while drying is 
extremely susceptible to injury from 
rain, and the warnings enable the pro- 
ducers to protect, the fruit by stacking 
ind covering the trays. The accuracy

Lime, cement, brick, drain tile and 
sewer pipe material all require protec- 
tion from rain during the process of 
manufacture, and cement work must 
be protected from rain for twenty-four 
to forty-eight hours after the cement 
is laid.

Pho- 
tographic firms 
working on a large 


stale find them helpful In planning for 
panoramic views. 
City 
departments 


determine the number of teams needed 
in street sprinkling, railroad compan- 
ies guard against washouts, and Irri- 
gation companies control the output of 
water by expected conditions of rain- 
fall as given in the forecasts. 


In tho Profewions. 


Physicians use them in advice to pa- 


Hems suffering with tonsilltis or in- 
flammation of the throat, nose or ear, 
where it is expedient that the sufferer 
should keep indoors. 
They are also 


used by dentists, many of whom make 
appointments for bright days and re- 
serve their plate work for days with 
inclement weather. 
A knowledge of 


temperature and moisture conditions 
in advance is of assistance in, blast 
furnace operations in determining the 
quality of the output. 
Warnings of 


heavy snows are very valuable to rail- 
roads by enabling them to organize 
thoir snow fighting equipment and to 
reduce the tonnage of their freight and 
passenger trains, ifconsldercd neces- 
sary. They are also necessary on the 
great western ranches 
and 
plaint, 


where the stock is hurried from the 
ranges to shelter upon notice of bliz- 
zards, northers or heavy snows. Fore- 
casts of bftd weather, whether result- 
ing 
from 
low temperatures, 
heavy 


rains, heavy snowB, or a combination 
of these, are .used In regulating adver- 
tising, in arranging for automobile or 
other outdoor trips, to provide for in- 
door work on the farms, and in guard- 
ing school children from exposure to 
the elements.

adopted to protect property and-crops 
subject to Inundation from high tides 
or backwater blow » up by the winds.

Agents of marine Insurance 


companies refrain from insuring car- 
goes after a storm lias been predicted.

Lumbermen make 


their standing booms secure and regu- 
late their log towing. At lake port* 
vessels load hurriedly if they can get 
off two to. five hours in advance of off- 
shore winds; it snox/ is also.expected,..

Flood warnings are indispensable •* 


all river industries, as well as to the 
operations carried on in the lowlands 
subject to inundation.

.followed by the removal of cattle from 
bottom rands and by saving of sucrt 
crops as can be cut before the high 
water reaches the threatened district 
Foreknowledge 
of

stages is also of great advantage in 
determining whether or not it will be 
advisable to undertake farming opera- 
tions in the regions subject to over- 
flow. The warnings enable fishermen 
to remove their fishing gear from the 
water, so as to avoid .damage from the 
driftwood and logs tnat are brought 
down stream-by the. rise, and to de- 
vote their, energies to gathering this 
drift for sale. Along the river streets 
of many cities the basements of ware- 
houses and other buildings are 
sub- 


merged at high water; accurate river 
forecasts enable the business men to 
postpone moving their goods to the 
upper floor until the last moment, and 
often prevent the needless expense of 
such a transfer in cases where

flood crest is known to be below the 
point at which their basement stock 
would be imperiled. The warnings en- 
able dealers to save wood and ties piled 
along the river banks. High stages of 
water are frequently utilized by coal 
barges, enabling the cargo to be run 
aground at a desirable point at flood 
height, and then unloaded at leisure 
after the river falls. Navigation com- 
panies utilize them in arranging- for 
the transfer of their offices and landing 
places from lower to upper docks.

knowledge o£ slight rises is often of 
great value, as a small swell frequent- 
ly permits large movements by water 
Lumbermen cut much timber in the 
swamps and along the streams during 
low water, looking to the rises to carry 
out their logs; advance information of 
coming stages enable them 
to have 


everything in readiness to

their work without loss ot time when 
the favorable conditions arrive. 
Dur- 


ing rising- water those In charge of 
locks, dams and ievees are alert to 
the need of strengthening and protect- 
ing the property under their care- ex- 
act forecasting guides their'operations 
as to time, place and'amount of'pro- 
tection, or may save them from ex- 
pending money and effort in protective 
measures that will not be required 
During flood periods,seiners and Kill 
natters are guided by the river fore- 
casts in determining what class . of 
gear to use to obtain the best results, 
as different kinds are needed for dif- 
ferent stages of water. Fishermen ili 
the Columbia river claim that 
the 


water stapc yeem., to have some ef- 
fect on the entrance of salmon from 
the oce,an, anr, „,.,,_ „,. watch| 
river forecasts, a spurt in the run of 
fish can be predicted with a, f3)r de- 
cree, of accuracy.

Ext*n*ion of Forecast Period. 


Within the last few years the area 


from which meteorological reports are 
received daily by telegraph and cable 
has been extended to cover practically 
the entire northern hemisphere. 
By 


means of the greater survey of atmos- 
pheric currents afforded by these re- 
ports, it has been possible at times to 
forecast accurately important weather 
changes for periods of one and two 
weeks In advance. It Is believed that 
a further study of world-wide reports 
and of upper-air data obtained 
by 


kite and balloon flights at 
Mount 


Weather will soon enable the weather 
bureau to make forecasts for a week 
or more in advance a feature of its 
regular work. That accurate 
fore- 


casts of this character would, be of in- 
calculable value to agriculture and In- 
dustrial Interests is apparent. 


Water Storag* and Evaporation. 
Numerous irrigation projects no'.v 


being carried on 
in 
the 
semi-arid 


regions of the west have for their ob- 
ject the building up of [>rofltiible agri- 
cultural communities in what were un- 
til rccenlly waste and desert lands. In 
tlie development of these projects more 
knowledge is required of the rainfall 
and snowfall in the' high 
mountain 


regions, which are the main sources of 
water supply for the reservoirs, and 
of tlie rate of evaporation in the lower 
levels. 


The ''water resources service" of the 


weather bureau is being developed to 
study these- questions, by direct inves- 
tigations and through 
co-operation 


with several oilier branches of govern- 
ment service. 
Snowfall observations 


are planned in the remote districts ut 
the headwaters n( the rivers supplying 
tho reservoirs and canals, and a spe- 
cial study of evaporation is being in- 
augurated at the Salton sea In-South- 
ern California. 
Evaporation studies 


at stations selected to represent the 
different climates of the United States 
have also been taken up In co-opera- 
tion with the reclamation service and 
the water resources branch 
of 
the 


United States geological survey. 


1 here has been established at Mount 


Vi'eathcr, Va., a research observatory 
for the investigation of general 
at- 


mospheric problems, such 
as 
solar 


radiation, solar physics, magnetism, 
etc., and for the study of conditions 
existing in the upper air. A number 
of buildings, to be (itted with complete 
instrumental equipment, have been or 
are being erected, and In the prosecu- 
tion of the upper air studies kites or 
balloons carrying self-recording tn- 
f trnments are now. being sent up daily 
to a height of one or tiro miles.

of observation outside of Washington 
requires the constant services of about 
five hundred-arid thirty, and the1 busi- 
ness of tlie central office' at Washing- 
ton of ahout one hundred and'eighty 
five employees. ' The annual disburse- 
ments of the bureau amount- to about 
$1,600,000. 


Appointments to positions in 'the 


weather bureau arc made only after 
examination and upon certification by 
•the United States civil service 
com- 


mission. 
Original appointments are 


to the lowest grades; promotion to the 
higher salaried grades depends upon 
ability in the discharge ot duty. Ap- 
plicants for positions should communi- 
cate, direct with the United States 
civil service commission, Washington, 
D.-C. relative to the regulations gov- 
erning examinations and the time and 
place of holding them.

throughout the country are always 
open during business hours and the

Our First. Cemeteries. 


j 
And.then, too,,these four cemeteries 


j tie not represent 'in total the number 
•of.'our buried dead. It is thousands 
j larger than "their records would give It 
'it is now 232 years since the foot of 
the • -white man first pressed the soil 
upon which now stands the city of Fort 
;lWayne. For decades of years before 
ithat the red men of the forest had 
,-made this their home. 


Graves were dug then as they are 


dug now. There were burying grounds 
.then as there are now—secluded spots 
, where the bodies of the dead could be 
buried out of sight, safe from destruc- 
;t!on by the prey-seeking -wild beasts 
'and where the living could visit their 
last'resting places and drop a tear on 
.the'leaf-covered earth that hid them 
.from 
view. 
Where these primitive 


burying grounds were and how many 
thousands of bodies of mortals lie bur- 
ied in them only the Ruler of the uni- 
verse knows. 


The first burial ground of which we 


have any account, used principally by 
the Indians, was on West Columbia 
street, and extended north and west. 
Another was just south of the old fort 
'site. Here the soldier dead from the 
fort were hurled and also many not 
connected with the fort. The body of 
Lieutenant Ostrander. ivho died in the 
fort, was Interred in this graveyard. 
Other, spots were probably used by 
the Indians in the years gone by. for

before was an Indian race track, was 
purchased by Hon. Hugh McCulloch 
and. allowed by him to be used for 
cemetery purposes. • • Here until 18GO 
the Protestant dead of the city were 
buried. 


The Lutherans purchased grounds "i 


of their own in 1860, the present Con- | 
corclia cemetery, and in 1S59 the pres- ' 
e.nt Lindenwood Cemetery association 
was formed ami tlie purchase of (he 
Lindenwood location followed, tlie in- 
corporators being Jesse L. Williams. 
Hugh McCulloch, Charles D. Bond, 
David F. Compare!, Royal W. Taylor.

The old Broadway.-cemetery was then 


abandoned and the removal of 
the 


dead buried there to tlie Lindcnr/oocl 
and 
Concordia cemeteries 
followed. 


The deserted burial ground was the 
property of Hon. Hugh McCulloch, or 
rather it reverted to him, and he then 
deeded it to the city for a public park. 
It has since been used as such. 
It 


bears his name, McCulioeh park, and is 
one ot the delightful breathing spots 
of the city. 


The Hebrew citizens had a section 


of this McCulloch park for their bur- 
ial grounds just south of the Broadway 
cemetery. 
In March. 1SS4. they pur- 


chased from, the Lindenwood Cemetery 
associati&n three acres on the west 
side .of the Lindenwood grounds. It. 
was'deeded to 'the Achduth Veshalom 
congregation of this city, 
and 
this 


tract, a beautiful location, is now used 
by them for the burial of their dead. 
It is under the management of tlie Lin- 
denwood association and is governed 
by the same general rules that apply 
to Lindenwood. 


Lindenwood Cemetery. 


Nature's virgin soil covers the buried 


dead in Lindenwood. Before its pur- 
chase for cemetery purposes the land 
within its borders bar] never been cul- 
tivated by tlie hand of man. It was 
wild forest covered land, with heavy 
timber 
and 
here 
nd 
there 
thick 


growths of underbrush, marshes and 
swales. But ibe original promoters of 
this city of the dead saw In its unsight- 
ly apear.ince "a diamond in the rough." 
and by years of hard labor, furnished 
by tbc-ir money and the money of thpir 
successors, it has been converted into 
one of the most attractive cemeteries 
in the west. 


Lindenwood cemetery 
covers 200 


acres of rolling land, with hills and 
dales and forest tr<".-s scatferpd over 
it in just proper proportion to give , 
a picturesque appearance arid afford 
all the shade necessary. The electric 
cars from the city run to its entrance 
gates, jupt within which, alone 
the 


brond crovciorj driveway, is the "gate 
lortsre." 
This is a Fjoae building of 


the gothic style of architecture and 
rontnininc the superintendent's office, 
a room for the directors and a com- 
fortable ref-npfion room for visitors t" 
the wounds.

width. It is supplied with water from 
never-f,:tflln? springs and other sources. 
A sir.n!! natural island with a small 
rustic house on it, for the shelter of 
the 
HUjHTintPrulent's 
water 
fowls, 


which is mostly hidden by small trees 
i'.tul underbrush in a wild state, gives 
:li<> whole a picturesque and romantic 
npppar.-.ncn. The lake is stocked with 
gold fish. 


Besides this lake on the east border 


of the grounds, there lies on the west 
side, immediately fronting and skirting 
life border of section H, the "Twin Sis- 
ters." two lakes in one, separated by a 
narrow strait, or passage of water, 
from one to the other. 


Handsome Monuments. 


The monuments In Lindcnwood are 


beniitlful and costly. There are hun- 
drrds that represent an outlay of $800. 
$1,COO. 51,500 r.nd upwards, that would 
merit mention hero. Only a few of the 
more costly can be referred to. Some 
have stood for years; others have been 
[••l.'teed there recently. 


The Ewlnjr monument and vault cost 


?22.0uO. 
It was erected as a tribute 


to Col. George W. Ewlng, whose death 
occurred years ago. It is a Scotch, 
highly polished granite obelisk, thirty- 
five fec-t in height and resting on a 
granite base eight feet square, below 
which is the vault containing twenty- 
eight chambers. 


The Wood monument is a sarco- 


ph.ifftiF—that is, coffin-shaped. 
Its 


stone is from quarries at Hollowed, 
Me. Its lower base is eleven feet, aix 
inches by eight feet, six inches, and 
Us height is nine feet. The workman- 
ship is suhpassingly fine and the style 
attractive. 
It was erected by Mrs.

W. Wood in honor of her hus-

The Crematory. 


Situated mi a lino:; about SOO feet 


northwest of the "/;ate lodges" is the 
crematory, where the bodies of those 
who in life expressed such a disposal 
of their remains are cremated. It Is a 
handsome building of Roman architec- 
ture, built of Bedford oolitic stone and, 
with the gate lodge nt the cemetery 
entrance, gives the grounds an archi- 
tectural ornamentation. 


The furnace and ..retorts are above, 


and besides the furnace room there Is 
a well appointed preparation 
room, 


where the bodies are received for in- 
cineration. 
The receiving vault built 


in connection with the vault Is below. 
It Is commodious, well ventilated and 
easy of access from tlie cemetery ave- 
nue. 


The crematory was established 
In 


Lindenwood in 1S9G. Up to the present 
time fifty-nine bodies have been cre- 
mated in it. The first to be thus dis- 
posed of was the body of John A. Pow- 
ers, whose death occurred early 
in 


July, 1897. There Is a healthy,growth 
of sentiment all over the country fa- 
voring cremation. 


Tlie same year that Lindenwood es- 


tablished its cremators- a simifer one 
was established in the city cemetery 
at San Francisco, Cal. During the fif- 
teen years that have passed since then 
5,000 bodies have been cremated at 
San Francisco. Cremation is nothing; 
more than a hastening- of nature. 
It 


is a dissolution of the body. The only 
difference is in the element of time. 
In the natural way it extends over a 
period of years; in creMaiton it is done 
in the course of a few moments.

twenty-nine years, as high as six, 
seven and eight a day. 


The Concordia C»m«t*ry. 


In convenience of location and easi- 


ness of approach the Concordia ceme- 
tery, the burying ground ot the Ger- 
man Lutherans, is the most favorably 
situated of our four cemeteries. It is 
in the eastern limits of the city, just 
beyond the Concordia college, between 
the Maumeo road 
and 
Washington 


street, two car lines running close to 
its gates, one on the r.orth and the 
other on the south side. 


It contains seventeen acres of land, 


high and dry and thoroughly drained. 
The original purchase of land for the 
purpose, purchased ii 1S50, was five 
acres, but this area v/.is enlarged by 
jBul-serjuent purchases and now the as- 
sociation has sufficient cemetery land 
for some years to come. 


A wide graveled di-.-veway extends 


across tlie cemetery from the entrance 
sate on Washington street to one on 
the Maumee road, and similarly srav- 
elc-d streets give access to all parts of 
the ground. Very few shade trees are 
on the grounds, hut everywhere along 
the driveways and bordering the burial 
lots are evergreens, giving the ceme- 
tery a moat attractive appearance, in- 
deed—an ideal city of the dead. 


Bordering it on the west side, cover- 


ing many acres, are tiie grounds of the 
Concordia college, the .institution of 
learning of the German 
Lutherans, 


separated from It by a public roadway. 
The broad college site Is covered with 
n number of mammoth buildings. And 
the institution of learning and 
the 


cemetery situated sifie by side attract i 
the attention of all passers-by, gaining t 
their admiration 
and 
calling forth 


words of praise for the splendid equip- 
ments that the Lutherans have for the 
education of their children and 
the 


care of their dead. 


Our Oldest Cemetery. 


The Concordia Is now the city's old- 


est cemetery—that Is, the oldest 
at 


present In use. As stated above, it 
dales its location from 1850, when its 
land, then only five acres, was pur- 
chased f»r cemetery use by the Luth- 
erans, and they began the removal of 
their dead from the other cemeteries. 


How many bodies are buried there la 


not definitely known. The present su- 
perintendent, or se.xtun/as he is often 
called, William A. Meinzen, has been 
In that position continuously for thirty- 
two years. He says that when-he as- 
sumed his duties in 1S79 he found no 
records of the burled dead, but in all 
probability there 'were over 2,500. 
He 


has since dug the graves for nearly 
3-.300. Hence there must be approxi- 
mately 6,000 dead buried in Concordia. 
The first body to receive its original 
burial there was a child 
of 
Henry 


Klienmiller. The interment took place 
within a few days after the cemetery 
was opened for use. Many, bodies were 
removed from other cemeteries and re- 
interred there. 


Mr. Meinzen is the third sexton the 


cemetery has had. The first was Jacob 
Bensman. 
He served 
for., fourteen 


years. 
Then came Henry Schroeder, 


and on his death Mr. Meinzen assumed 
the duties. His home is on the Mau- 
'mee road, adjoining' 
the 
cemetery. 


The well kept grounds is evidence 
that he is faithfully performing the 
work that is his life-occupation. 
He 


is esteemed by a wide circle of friends.

Although in a sense separated, giv- 


ing the Hebrews an exclusive burying 
spot, it is a part of Lindenwood. gov- 
erned by tlie same rules and regula- 
tions as has been previously 
stated, 


and under the same management as 
Lindenwood. There are several hun- 
dred <jca<3 buried there and the monu- 
ments, as a general thing, are band- 
some and costly, of the finest stone and 
workmanship. 


13,390 Graves in Lindenwood. 


There are 13.390 graves in Linden- 


wood. 
Eleven years a,go this

month the. writer of this article. In 
enumerating the population

cemeteries, gave in his written account 
the number of dead in Lindenwood as

Rev. Jesse Hoover was the first pas- 


tor in this city of the German Luther- 
ans. 
With his coming here and the 


organization in October, 1837, of the 
first 
congregation 
of 
twenty-three 


members, the history of Lutheranism 
in Fort Wayne began; He also minis- 
tered to tlie Presbyterian 
congrega- 


tion here at that time. 


Although a tombstone stands iri the 


Concordia cemetery •rtith the above In- 
scription on it, it is said his body does 
not rest in the grave over which it is 
erected. His original burial was in one 
of the earlier cemeteries and when the 
removal of bodies in these 
old-time 


graves to. the Concordia took place his 
remains could not be identified, pro- 
miscuously mixed with the bones of 
others' as they were in the disinter- 
mcnt. which was frequently the case 
in the general removals from one bury- 
ing ground to another.

this cemetery, and ail well Known and 
loved, are Dr. Wm.

Handsome 


stones mark their graves and the liv- 
ing often pay tribute to their memory 
on the occasion of visits to the ceme- 
tery. 


Many handsome monuments grace 


the grounds, some of them costly. In 
the last few years the tendency to- 
ward more expensive stones has been 
more genera! than formerly and Con- 
cordia cemetery as a consequence is 
improved in beauty with the passing 
years.

The Catholic Cemetery. 


The Catholic cemetery is located 


about t%vb miles from the eastern lim- 
its of the city, along the 
Maysville 


road, on a beautiful tract of land con- 
taining 120 acres. Only sixty acres of it, 
however, are at-present used for ceme- 
tery purposes, and this acreage will be 
sufficient for years to come. The bal- 
ance of the tract is used for farming 
purposes, it being cultivated by a. ten- 
ant. 
Coming generations may require 


this present farming land for .burying 
grounds. 


When this 120-acr? tract of land was 


purchased in 1875 by the Catholics a. 
very great part of it was forest cov- 
ered. In the clearing of it many of the 
trees in the extensive lawn part be- 
tween the superintendent's home and 
the Maysville road were left standing. 
This makes the place a most beautiful 
one, indeed. About 200 feet from the 
main entrance gate, in the midst of 
this 
grove, is the superintendent's 


home, a comfortable and roomy house, 
and back of this are the greenhouses, 
with many beds of flowers. 


Graveled driveways and walks lead 


to every part of the cemetery and a 
twenty-foot wide road circles it. 
In 


the center of the cemetery is a broad 
open space with a v.-alk encircling it, 
upon which plans are now being dis- 
cussed for the construction of a chapel 
and receiving vault. This will prob- 
ably be built in the near future and 
will add greatly to the beauty of the 
grounds. 


It is a beautiful burying ground in 


every respect, the only Inconvenience 
being its distance from the city. This 
is especially so because no electric 
road leads to it, and many who would 
otherwise visit it frequently do not do 
so simply because, it is too far to walk. 


Grave of Indian Chief. 


Visitors to the 
Catholic cemetery, 


many of thefti at least, are attracted to 
the lot near the center of -the grounds 
•where lies the remains of a" man 
notable in the early history of the city. 
John B. Richardville, one of the chiefs 
of the Miami tribe or Indians who for 
years made this region their home. A 
handsome monument marks his grave 
and the inscription on if tells in part 
the story of his life. It reads: • 


Here Rest the Remains of 
JOHX B. RICHARDVILLE, 
Th<?.JF>rincipaI Chief of the

The monument which is a white 


marble shaft over five feet in height, 
resting on solid masonry, was erected 
by his (laughters, LaBiomle. Catherine 
and Susan, one of whom. Cntherine, 
was the wife of Chief Francis LaFoun- 
taine. The names of the three daugh- 
ters;, with the statement of the fact 
that it was crcc-tcd by them, ar^ given 
on the monument, on the reverse'side 
from the principal inscription. 


"When it was first-erected it stood in 


the old Cathedral burying grounds. It 
was removed, with (h<> remains, to an- 
other burying protim) and lastly to its 
present location. H was once n hand- 
some piece of the stonecutter's art. It 
is not so now. Its removals have de- 
faced it harily. Broad cracks marks its 
/ace and chunks of the stone have been 
chipped off at different places.

Graves in Cemetery. 


t'How many persons are buried in 


the cemetery?" the reporter asked the 
superintendent, Thomas P. Butler, as 
we passed through the grounds. 


"That is a question which cannot be 


correctly answered," he replied. 
"It 


wil! never be known. In the various 
removals from one cemetery to another 
many todies were so Dadly mixed to- 
gether that a count of them was abso- 
lutely impossible. T!-.e bones o£ whole 
families are buried in one grave. 
In 


some, no doubt, there are the bones of 
a dozen or more, ihe juuuity of hun- 
dreds were thus lost. And then, too, 
the early .records were not properly 
kept." 


"Give me an estimate," continued the 


reporter. 


"Well, I should say 9,000 or 10,000," 


he answered. "I have been superinten- 
dent for eighteen years. During that 
time about 5,000 persons nave 
been 


buried 
here. 
I do not think 10,000 


would be much out of.the way. I 
would give that as my estimate." 


Mr. Butler took his present position 


in August, 1893. He was the third su- 
perintendent of the cemetery. 
The 


first was Henry Sullivan, now d<!ad, 
and the second, Timothy Dalton, who 
is yet living at the age of ' 77 years. 
Mr. Butler is efficient in his duties and 
gives the grounds and the business ot 
the cemetery association his watchful 
care. Witli the coming of spring every- 
thing looks attractive and many im- 
provements have been made. 
Tbert 


are scores of beautiful. and 
costly 


monuments and the grounds are most 
admirably arranged—few more so. 


Quite a large number of the Catholic 


•priests are buried there, among- them 
those who were well known and greatly 
loved. 
Handsome stones mark their 


last resting places. 


The first funeral procession to en- 


ter the cemetery and the tirst body to, 
receive original interment there was 
that of Mrs. Rosa Rowley, the wife of 
A. Ravi-ley. She died, as a stone at the 
head of her grave indicates, on the 10th 
of November, 1875,-age"d 25 years, 9 
months and 20 days.

road, the intcnirban electric road run- 
ning almost to its limits. II is a beau- 
tiful burying ground, the youngest of 
tho Cjty, and contains J.30!> 
sivn-es, 


with many handsome monuments. 


Tho congregation first buried their 


dead in the oitf I3roadxv-iy cemetery 
and afterwards in one of their own In 
the northwest rart of the city'. About 
thirty years ago they purchased the 
present 
location; which they 
have 


handsomely , improved. 
It -contaj'ns 


forty acres jn all. ten of which Is used 
for cemetery purposes. 
The 
other- 
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thirty acres is "farm land and is used i 
as such, the superintendent, or sex- 
ton, farming It as tenant. 


The soil Is sandy and the land roll- 


ing. Over the cemetery trees are lo- 
cated, giving H the welcome shade in 
•ummer.time. A broad graveled drive- 
way with maple shade trees on both 
Bides runs from the entrance, which is 
Beautifully 
arranged, 
through 
the 


grounds. Walks pass to all parts of 
the cemetery. The cemetery is under 
the control of the trustees of the con- 
gregation. They annually elect a direc- 
tor, the present one being I,, p. Huser.

This does not represent, however, the 
entire -number of dead buried in these 
cemeteries. There are many thousands 
Jnbre. 
. . As has been before mentioned, in the 
removal of bodies from one" cemetery 
to another the remains of many were 
•entirely lost. In some cases a single 
.grave in one of the new cemeteries 
. contains the bones, thrown promiscu- 
ously together, of a family of seven or 
eight. One superintendent told the re- 


• porter he knew one grave in his ceme- 
tery—or rather"1 a large hole 
dug— 


that contains the bones of thirty per- 
'Bons. 
, • ln-the case of Rev. Mr. Hoover, one. 


'of-the pioneer Lutheran pastors of the 
city, whose death occurred early in the 
'history of Fort Wayne, it is said that 
w-hen the attempt to move his remains 
for th'e last time was made not a single 
•bone of his body was found. The ex- 
cavator was compelled to take a shovel 
full of earth froTn the supposed old 


' grave'and place it in a coffln for re- 
moval to the new cemetery.

referred 


when he cried, "I want to know who 
wrote this," and fell unconscious to 
the lloor. In twenty minutes he was 
dead. 


Surrounding 
Vlelhauer's 
sudden 


death Is a mystery such as hus not 
battled local authorities In yetirs. The 
county coroner, while ho regards It 
as a case of suicide, has not yet given 
a definite opinion on the matter and 
will conduct a thorough Investigation 
today. 
A post-mortem to determine 


what caused the fatal Illness will foe 
the first step in the search for tangible 
evidence. 


From the letter with which Vlel- 


hauer entered the home of his par- 
ents, It Is evident that the tragedy Is 
the result of a love affair. Strangely, 
the female party to the affair Is one 
who also flgurod only a few months 
ago In a sensational attempt to com- 
mit suicide, 
Mrs. Dottle 
Crevlston. 


Mrs. Crevlston swallowed carbolic acid 
and was saved from Its deadly effects 
only after diligent effort on the part 
of eoveral physicians.

Crew Gain the Advantage in the Heart Breaking 


Four Mile Race

ELL, the best crew won." 


This remark is general after an inter- 


collegiate boat race. Every one says it, 
but there are few who actually believe 
it. 


Deep down in his heart the undergraduate believes 


that he and his companions are in great part respon- 
sible for the victory, because they have yelled their 
throats raw in "supporting" the crew. 


The alumnus looks knowing, having grown wise in 


the ways of the world since graduation, and says, "It's 
the coaching." 


The women and the girls? They think it is the riot 


of coior on the observation train, the glamour created 
by the gathering of admiring femininity and the in- 
spiration of the pretty faces. 


But the men oat on the river in the spider logged 


shells know that none of these things contributes In 
the greatest degree to the winning of the race. First 
ot all there is the power in the boat, but behind this 
are brain work, resourcefulness and the tricks of the 
coach and coxswain. 


Many a crew which has skimmed first between the 


balloon draped stakeboats owes its victory to strata- 
gem, while the "best crew" (th.it is, so far as power in 
the boat, beef and nerve are concerned) has trailed. 
One of the hardest things for the coach to fight against 
is the regulation slump. It comes to every crew, but 
the problem is to prevent it at the time of the race or 
Immediately before It. 


Tho men,- be they giants in strength and demons 


in spirit, cannot fight off that bugbear of all ath- 
letes, "jtaleness." It is the function of the conch, 
besides teaching the men. to row, to get them in the 
jiink of condition just at the moment when the big 
test is to come. If a man becomes overtrained he Is 
worse than useless. He throws the whole boat out. 
Sometimes several men in a boat take a slump at tbe 
very last minute. 


That is when the resourcefulness of the conch is 


required. 
He may have eight men working like a 


perfect machine, but they are useless if they are 
overtrained. One of the most efficient coaches in the 
country has. a very effective way of meeting this con- 
tingency. He found himself a few days before a big 
intercollegiate regatta with as fine a set of men as 
any trainer could wish to see In a shell, but three of 
them were "stale." 


Tbe manager and coxswain were in n funk. They 


argued incessantly with the coach to take the 'over- 
trained men out of the boat nnd substitute oarsmen 
from the "four." The graduates took the same stand 
and pleaded and argued for a shift. The coach aud 
"the crew were the only ones who did not worry. 


• "I'll put you boys through that race," he said. 
"You don't need to worry. If you weren't the best 
men for tbe places I'd have some one else in your 
seats, so you just sit tight and trust to me." 


They did trust him and they tried not to fret. 


Every time the manager and tbe coxswain argued 
the coach only smiled knowingly and said "Wait." 


At night, after all the others were asleep, he crept 


stealthily to the cots where the overtrained men 
tossed, unable to rest. 


"Quiet, now," he'd say; "don't let the other boys 


know. If they guess you're 'stale' it will ruin our 
chances." 


Then be would give tliem each a tumbler of heady 


ale and they would sleep for the rest of tlie night. 


On tbe eve of the race, when tbe little town under 


the long, slender, steel bridge was overrun by hordes 
of undergraduates from sis big universities, and every 
shop window displayed as many sets of colors, _the 
enterprising manager of the crew rushed excitedly into 
the lobby of the main hotel. Singling out the owner 
he said:— 


"How soon can you give me the use of your big din- 


tog room for a mass meeting?" 


The proprietor stared at him. 
"Lord, I can't do that," he gasped. 
"You've got to do it," insisted the other. 
"I'll tell you what I'll do," suggested the hotel man. 


"I'll get Aeolian Hall for you, but it will cost you 
three hundred good bucks.1' 


"Let her go," almost shouted the collegian. 
Two hours later the news had spread to every rep- 


resentative of that university in town that a mass 
meeting had been called and Aeolian Hall was packed 
to Us limit. 


On the raised platform at one end sat the dean of 


the college, a Supreme Court JusUce, once an oarsman, 
a man in clerical garb and the manager of the crew. 
Each in turn harangued the crowd. The manager 
spoke last. 


"Fellows," he said, "not a word of what passes 


here must go outside these doors. If some of the men 
in our crew learn the real condition of affairs we 
might as well send our shells back home to-night. 


"The stroke and two other men have gone 'stale.' 


You know what that means. The 'old man' bas de- 
cided they are the best men for the places and he's 
going to leave them in the boat. 


"I don't need to tell you about their nerve. You 


know they'd go till they dropped. It isn't a question 
of nerve, it isn't a nuestion of strength. Simply they've 
gone stale. They'll have to go out there in a broiling 
sun to-morrow and fight with an oar for twenty min- 
utes when it's an effort to lift a hand. 


"^ow it's up to you fellows to make them go and to 


make them win that race. They've done tbeir part. 
For eight months they've given up the good things of 
life and worked like galley slaves. Now it's your turn. 
You've got to stay behind them and cbeer. Cheer sys- 
tematically, don't just yowl. Sing your songs ami give 
your yells, and while the crowd in one section of tbe 
trojn is recovering brentli let tlie oilier section cbeer. 
Yon-11 put those boy* over tbe line, first and over? timt 
T«*i cneer you're p^iwlng that boat forward."

mxi day, while the noisy, gaudy observation train 


wound its way up toward tbe starting line, for the big 
varsity race, eight long limbed, brown backed met; 
tramped heavily down the runway from tlieir boat- 
house, dipped the shell into tho water and took their 
seats. 
The three men who were orcrtraineti were 


there, looking just a trifle pallid, their eyes shifting 
about with just a suspicion of nervousness. The other 
five men were still ignorant of tbe cloud which lowered 
over their prospects of victory. 


The previous night the coach, alone, had gone to 


town and obtained a strychnine preparation, which no. 
mixed into some raw meat .Strychnine is a powerful 
h-*rt stimulant, acts qoickly and, unlike coffee, does 
mot protJnce nerronsness.

It had kept them in the race until they reached 


that last quarter mile: thec they simply clucg to their 
o:irs and forced themselves to finish, 
race. 


On shore the undergraduates told one another how 


it paid to keep behind the crew. They told how or- 
ganized cheering inspires the men and forces life 


heat and excitement of the race the oarsman does not 
always realize that it is not the voice of his own cox- 


They won tbe swain and slows down his stroke, getting behind time 


for a while and throwing the entire crew out. 


This gives a rival a chance to gain that few feet 


which means so much. Unlike a running race, it is 
very seldom that a race is won by a crew reserving 
themselves for the last sprint. The men who are in the 


up to the pitch, but tkey have to lie on their oars and 
wait 
Often one of the rival crews will delay their 


departure from the boathouse for a quarter of an hour 
or longer, keeping the others waiting in hopes that 
the men will become uervous. If the weather is windy 
and the river rough some crew is sure to develop a 
weakness in the shell or go ashore to empty the boat 
of water, making the other men sit In the colC and 


lead enjoy a marked moral advantage over >he ones run the chance of having their shell fill with water. 


"Now, It's Up to You, Fellows, to Make Them Go and to Make Them Win That Race." 


Before the men -had taken their places In the boat 


the coach has approached each of the three separately. 


"Just as you leave the float," he said, "I'll give you 


a sandwich. There's a little raw boef in It an' some- 
thing bitter. Never mind what's in it. but just eat it 
as you pull your shirt up over your head to take It off. 
Remember, now, slip it in your mouth while the shirt 
is over your head. I don't want the other boys to 
know about it and I don't want the people on the train 
to know about it." 


As the crew settled on to the sliding seats and pushej 


tlieir heels into the brass cups, preparatory to shoving 
off from tbe float, the conch spoke a few words to each 
of the men. The three who were overtrained received 
small sandwiches about two inches square. Those 
they laid on the clean floor of the shell between the 
shoes.

Koar after roar went out from the observation train 


to the men in tbe shell as with oars ripping through 
the water they rounded Krumb Elbow on their way to 
tbe starting line. The men in the train were living up 
to the appeal made by the manager. To the crew the 
cheering seemed to be coming from another world, al- 
most. Men who are at the starting line for a four 
mile race >do not have much time to think about 
cheers. 
Those who were overtrained exhibited no 


marked signs of nervousness. They had confidence in 
the conch, which is a whole lot. They knew that were 
they not the best men for tbe position others 
would be sitting in their places. ,When the call, to 
strip came from the coxswain the three men deftly 
picked the sandwiches from the floor and while the 
.shirts were over their heads put the little bread 
squares into their mouths. The bitter taste puckered 
their lips, but they swallowed bravely. 


After a lot of manoeuvring the six shells were in 


position, with the men in the stakeboats holding the 
rudder post of each. Off they went at the boom of 
the gun on the steward's yacht, the oars gripping tbe 
water like great long claws aud actually shooting the 
boats forward. 


Although the crew in question started well, one by 


one ttc other shells EOSGC! them out aud forged ahead. 
'Way across tbe river under the vast bank tbe coach 
in his motor boat kept abreast of them. From the 
corner o£ his eyes he watched the crew, but his inter- 
est was mainly in tbe coxswain. He seemed to be 
looking for a signal from the little fellow who held 
the rudder strings. 


One mile, two miles passed. The coxswains were 


calling to the men. 


"Two miles to go. Only two miles more."' 
One coxswain was peering into the eyes of the 


stroke as be swung evenly back ami forth in front 
o£ him. It was the stroke who had gone stale. 11U 
time was perfect. 
His back bundled at just the 


proper second. Tlie stroke was liiah. Tlie men were 
working like a big machine, hut there was something 
lacking. It was tliafc indefinable something the lack 
of which is "staleness.'' 


Suddenly the little man in the stern saw a brictit 


gleam come into the eyes of the stroke. There was 
no appreciable difference, in tbe rowing, but bis eye.-. 
which had before been almost glazed, liogan to 
sparkle.

When the foremost slioli shot under 
the shadow of the steel bridge, the men who fond taken 
strychnine were in second place. fJrartunlly but cer- 
tainly they drove ahead until tiie whisties ami the 
sirens sounded the last gruelling spurt of a quarter of 
a mile of muscle tearing speed. 


following them. When another crew begins to over- 
haul them they are spurred to greater efforts, while 
tbe men behind are discouraged when they cannot 
overtake them. It is impossible for a man to look 
over his shoulder in a race, and until one crew is some 
distance ahead of another the men do not know bow 
much of a lead the other may have. The great thing 
in a boat race is to get the lead at any time and to 
hold it. 
There Is no holding back or reserving" 


strength after once the crews have started. 


Coaching from the launches Is prohibited in all inter- 


collegiate races, and this rule is strictly observed. 
There have been vory few cases where it bas not been 
lived up to, aud the coach has usually been taken to 


. task by the men who rowed for attempting it. How- 


ever, there have been times when signals have been 
agreed upon between the coxswain or the stroke and 
the coach in the launch. At each quarter mile mark 
the coxswain njay look to the launch, and the coach by 
a simple system of signalling with one hand apparent- 
ly trailing, over the side of the launch can let him 
know how the men in the bont are lasting, whether 
the stroke ought to be lowered or raised, or whether 
he is steering the proper course. This knowledge is in 
turn communlcatwl to it he stroke, who acts accord- 
ingly. 


An experienced coxswain knows that much depends 


upon letting his crew know liow they stand, ami every 
eighth ot a mile "or so will tell them how the other 
boats are ranged.. Sometimes he will lie a little about 
it. just to urgfi the men to greater efforts. It Is a mat- 
ter of judgment. Perhaps they are ahead and are leav- 
ing all the other crews, but the boat may begin to 
"slnp." Then the coxswain will tell his men Hint some 
crew is catching them, and they will pull themselves 
together. 


Likewise they may be astern of a bont which is still 


gaining ou them. In this cnse the coxswain mny no- 
• lice signs of demoralization and discouragement in his 


men. 
A little fib, making them believe that they are 


catching a rival, may put new life into the men nnd 
save the day. 


Four miles Is a long pull aud in order to make it 


scorn short the men who steer keep the crew posted 
on how far they have gone.. No sooner has a boat 


Accidents at the Start. 


Often a man in one of the shells will break his 


stretcher, the bar to which the shoes are attached, 01 
an oarlock will get out of gear just as the crews lint 
up to start Sometimes this is purely an accident, bu( 
often it is done purposely. 


If an accident occurs within the first twenty strokes, 


or sometimes within the first minute after the crewi 
start, according to the rules which the stewards hap- 
pen to have agreed upon, the coxswain need only raise 
his hand in order to have'the crews called back and 
the race started again. This Is particularly dernor- 
aliziug to the men when it comes as a surprise. There 
has been more than one cnse where a coach ling In- 
structed one man in the boat to catch a trifle ahead of 
the rest of the crew, throwing all his power onto the 
oar. This breaks the sweep within and tbe race has 
to be started again. The other men In the boat have 
been informed of the trick beforehand, so^tbat they 
are not demora'.lzcd by the false start. They know 
that the' first start will not be good and they simply 
save themselves for the second. 


There is not much opportunity for jockeying at the 


start of an intercollegiate boat race. Tbe stewards 
are always on the alert for crews who try to beat 
the guu, but this can be done to a very small extent. 
All the men In the boat keep their eyes on the stroke's 


• oar. They are not supposed to bother about the re- 
port of the sun; they must start In unison when the 
stroke starts. If the stroke watches the cnnnon on 
board the steward's yacht he mny see the flnsh just 
a fraction of a second before hearlug the report. It 
is not like a running; race where the man with a pis- 
tol stands directly alongside the runners. A fraction 
of a seconft is not much of a margin, but many races 
are won by two-fifths or three-fifths of a second. 


To get a good even start a shell must be in perfect 


position before the oars grip the wnter. If some ot 
the men have their sweeps further forward than the 
others it is bad. If one man in the boat has his oat 
out. of the water he is behind the others in catching. 
When tbe crews are oa the line, men in tbe stake 
boats hold the rudder posts to keep the shells from 
drifting and the men dip the oars Into the water at 
the proper'angle, all ready to pull. It takes consid-

into them; keeps them going despite heart breaking 
fatigue, spurs them to the final burst of speed when 
they arc literally oxlirxustecl. 


Out on the river the winning crew pulled lazily tow- 


ard the boatlioiise, rowing raggedly, but sitting 
straight. Even then tiic cheers of tlieir supporters fell 
on_well nigh deaC ears. 
During the race they had 


beard a confusion of yells and songs, but they had 
been too much driven, too much occupied, to know 
wlint it meant. So exhausted were they that they 
could hardly realize they, had won, much less bow 
they had done it. 


Three men at the oars, the coxswain and the coach 


were the only persons who knew what was account- 
able for the victory, who knew that strychinine bad 
carried tlie crew the first three a ml three-quarters 
miles of tlie rac:e. Xo matter how nmcli nerve the men 
might have to finisli on. they would have been hope- 
lessly lost Ik'fore >tlic linish bad it not been for the 
little trick of the coach. 


Tricks of the Coxswain. 


Very often when t.wo crews are evenly matched a 


coxswain may win the race. He must pick out the 
eddies and avoid them. If possible be may crowd a 
crew alongside him over into the ciUiy, wbcre thfiir 
boat W?!! he temporarily imb.ilanced. Tlint will ^ivc 
his crew time to gain a length, and sisty feet is 
n whole lot to make :i]i on n crew which has the lead. 
It is always easier for the leading crew to Increase the 
lead tlian for the trailers to catch up. 


A fnvoriti: trick of the coxswain is In rattle, a man in 


another bont. In Hie din nitrnrjant upon a big race 
whiw six 'Tows are slashing- through the water almost 
abreast Hir. nipn in tii!) !>ov,- of the shell cannot very 
well hear their own coxswain.

begin to yell:— 


"Come on, boys; almost a mile gone."

Before the mile is covered he-Is yelling:— 
"Come on, now, fellows, buck up; only about three 


miles to go!" 


And so it is all the way of the course. The cox- 


swain always keeps the idea of the finish before the 
men. 
If they stopped to think they would realize that 


the man in the stern, was only doing it for effect, to 
keep them in spirit. 


Tlie first mile in a race is hard. The men have to 


acquire their, "second wind.'* and they are not thor- 


erable manoeuvring to get all the boats in line at tht. 
same instant, and the second they are ready the 
starter gets them off. Sometimes a coxswain in one of 
tua shells will cry to a man in another boat:— • 


"Look out, you're drifting over onto us!" 
Some of the' men in that boat are sure to look, ot 


even to involuntarily pull a little ou their oars. 'The 
resuttJs of course disastrous to a good start. 


When all is ready the.starter calls:—- 
"•Are you ready, Columbia? Are you ready Yale?" 


and so on until be has asked all the crews whether 
they are ready. 


H all are ready lie asks, "Are you ready, all?" 
At this point, which- is Immediately before the gun 


is fired, some coxswain may cry, "No!" 


Then the whole thing has to be done over again, 


much to tbe discomfiture of tbe men in the othei 
boats,, who were not prepared for the delay, as oi 
course those who caused it are. 


There are many ways of throwing another shell of! 


its keel after tbe race bas once started. So long as 
the crews are alongside one another they are obliged 
to uo!d to their own course, but when one forges 
ahead it can take any course desirable. 
If there it 


no advantage of 'tide fo decide this the coxswain will 
steer in front oC n shell which is following closely in 
order to give the other crew tbe wash from the onrs 
and the "dead" water from his stern. At each poinl 
where an oar has left tne water 'there is a little hum- 


ougbly limbered up. Inspiration makes them more mock' or eddy. These cause the dars of the following- 
supple and more comfortable, strange as it may sound, 
and the best time is always made on a hot day. The 
second mile does not pass so slowly, but the third is 
tbe longest mile of the race. The men are thorough- 
ly tired by tlie time they reach tiic two mile mark, aud 


crew to slap the water on tbe recover-and throw t'h« 
boat off her keel even more than does tbe action o( 
tbe wash Jtself on the body of the shell. 


While two crews are abreast one coxswain may yell 


at the other boat:— 


"Up with your oars, starboard! Look out for thai

And 
still God knows we grudged him no effort in doing 
his poor flbfly the lasfsimple honors. 


We completed the day's stage late in the afternoon 


arnvmg at tambo No. 6 after taking almost an hour 
for the last half mile. Jerome could now scarcely 
stand without my assistance. There was no lon-er 
any disguising the nature of his trouble He had beri- 
beri nnd in our situation he had no shred of a 
chance of life. 
Even with the best of care and nurs-' 


ing he could never have recovered, for in those regions 
the disease is absolutely fatal. We made a fire and 
got our hammocks up in some fashion but there was 
not a scrap of food to be bad. The leaves and bark 
of plants we chewed for some little ease for the cunw- 
ing in our stomachs, at risk of absorbing a poison 
I 


am sure Ibis last consideration checked us not at all 
Speedy escape from our misery was the best, wo could 
look for. 


In the morning it was a eve minute task for me to 


get myself out of the hammock and on my feet 
Jerome made several painful efforts and finally solved 
his problem by dropping to the ground. He could not 
rise until I helped him up. And '.here we two totter- 
ing scarecrows strove with other's packs. 
Jerome 


could not make it. He cast from him crcrytb'.ns he 
owned, cvcn the little personal possessions dear to 
the native heart Last of all he put aside his muw.le 
loader, enormously valuable in his eyes, will, a gesture 
of despair more eloquent thnn words. Propped on a 
stick for a cratch ne made shift to take the trail 
It 


was heartrending to see this young man. nble in his 
swength to handle three or four of his fellows, thus 
reduced to the extreme, of weakness. 


The fever, which I had fought off by constant u«e 


of the hypodermic, now swept back upon me with 
renewed violence- The drugs no longer had any pcr- 


empty sea, ever conceived the hatred and horror of the 
surrounding clement that grew upon me out of the 
fresh, perpetual, monotonous green of the forest 


Along about noon the weight of my pack became 


intolerable and, imitating-Jerome. I sacrificed precious 
articles. I threw away my camera, most of my plates, 
utensils, hammock, clothing—everything that I could 
bring myself to do without. What was more difficult, 
I abandoned the greater part of my gold. 1 have re- 
ferred in the previous article to my discovery'of the 
precious metal, some few details of which are neces- 
sary. 


It was while our parry was encamped at Tambo 


No. 9 that a fruitless hunting excursion brought me to 
a small, shallow creek. On the bed of the stream I 
noticed a number of irregular balls or lumps of clay. 
They had the appearance of pebbles. Their peculiar 
formation, weight and adhesiveness aroused my curi- 
osity. On cutting oue in halves I found a centre of 
yellowish grains, forming a mass of about-one cubic 
inch. About this node was a layer of hard clay, about 
an inch in thickness. By scraping a node free of the 
clay nnd rigging up a makeshift specific gravity bal- 
ance from my photographic outfit I established that it 
was composed of gold. A further test with the msr- 
cury taken from a broken clinical thermometer re- 
moved all doubt. Returning to the creek I collected 
enough Vaius in less than five hours to fill four pho- 
tographic plate boxes. I might as easily have Gllet! 
a barrel.

The gold had now become n mockery, ami after 


having carried it so many weary slops I discarded :i!! 
except oue box full. Besides this I retained my knife 
and automatic pistol, the magnifying glass and the 
hypodermic outfit with a few drugs. All these things 
I stuffed iuto the capacious pockets of my khaki cont 
and so. unburdened, took up the march once more. 


We bad gone perhaps a mile further, to the ascent 


of a little hill, when Jerome, col.'apsed. The poor 
fcHow owned himself utterly beaten. He said that 
he should now die very quickly, and that I must 
hasten on while I still had strength. The instant pros- 
pect of another loss, which would leave me alone in 
tlie frightful jungle, aroused me for a time from mv 
exhaustion and feverish preoccupation. I got him to 
a dry spot and dragged together some branches where- 
with I started n lire, I left him sitting beside the 
blaze while I ventured some little distance off the 
trait in search of the saplings of the inormoni plant. 
The heart !c:ivcs are edible, tasting somewhat of nuts, 
but leaving an acrid rasic nnu filling the mouth with 
slime. I fouml some of these leaves and made the 
best of my way back to Jerome. 


He was beyond eating my miserable offering, bevond 


even recognising me. He lay by the fire, breathing 
long, wheezing breaths, ami his fnce was horribly 
distorted, like that of a man in n fit of violent insanitV 
or one wiir. composes dreadful grimaces to frichtea 
folks. He bubbled incessantly to himself and broke

him he cried out once more and tried to scramble to 
bis feet.

without a shudder. It was nightfall before 1 was 
able to arouse myself from ray collapse. The (ire w-s 
almost out. Poor Jerome still Iny among the embers. 
i did not have the courage, if I had hud the strcn-th 
to pull the body away, for (Lore could be nothing of 
the- face !vU by now. I looked at him once, nnd then 
oecausc I could not stand. 1 began to crawl awry 
along the trail.

progress in the dark, when something bumping against 
my thigh bothered and impeded me. I clutched at it 
and my hand closed about the butt of mv automatic 
pistol. 
The weapon came out of its bolster in my grasp 
without any conscious direction. But as I crouched 
there nnd felt my finger fit into the curve of the frig- 


ger. I knew that some numbed and exhausted cornel 
of uiy brain baa surrenderee aua had prompted me 
to this thiag. Inceed, as I considered it with what 
calmness and logic I could bring to bear, it did not 
seem particularly wild or wicked. With my pistol in • 
my hand aud the first movement already accom- 
plished 1 believed that it would he easy, pleasant even, 
to go the rest of the way. There was no shadow of 
hope for we. 1 knew that I was brought to the rerj 
verge of starvation. For eight days I had bad hardly 
a mouthful of real food. The fever had me completely 
in its grasp. More than all else, I was now alone in 
the vast, brooding solitude of the Jungle. 


I measured the tenaciousness of the love of life as I 


fought with the temptation in my delirium. Surely 
no man could have heeu brought lower or to greater 
extremity, no man ever faced a blacker situation. And 
yet I could not or would not yield, and after a time 1 
thrust The weapon back to its holster. 


All night long I crawled on all fours through the 


underbrush. I had no sense of direction, having long 
since lost the faint trail toward Tambo No. 5. And 
still I must have covered a considerable distance. I 
•HID jjoiv certain that I did not move in a circle, as 
random wanderers are said always to do. Perhaps 1 
followed unconsciously some trend of the ground, 
some dip or outcrop that kept me upon a definite 
course. Whatever the explanation. I had no thinking 
share in it. The drea.d of the jungle drove me an tu 
It hud from the first step of the return. Beyond the 
dogged physical effort to keep In action I had ceased 
to contribute to my fate. 
For hours I moved on, at 


the mercy of any prowling beast of prey. 


The damp chill of the morning usual to thes« re- 


gions came upon me with a cooling touch aud restored 
me once more to some slight degree of sanity. My 
clnthes were almost torn from me nnd smeared with 
mm!, my hands were torn and my knees masses of 
briilsos. I have a vague remembrance of hearing a 
xonnd like the barking of a dog and of changing my 
direction to head for it 
If I hcd been capable of 


thought I would have put it aside as another product 
of delirium, I suppose.

Suddenly, as I drew myself through a leafy bar- 


rier I found myself staring into a clearing about a 
city block in extent. To my confused vision it seemed 
to me that I saw men ;.nd women and houses and that 
parrots were screaming among the trees and flying 
across the open space in brilliant flashes of color 
I 


cried nioud and fell forward fainting, while a little 
.yellow, hniry animal sprang upon me and began to 
lick my f!lci!. Then 1 knew no more 


When I came to myself I was lying in a comfortable 


hammock in a large dark room. I heard the murmur 
of many voices beyond the partition and some figure 
came and looked at me. I did not understand, except 
that I must be dead or wholly gone mad and I fell 
to sleep again. The next thing I remember is an 
aged woman, with a wonderfully wrinkled face and 
a piece of wood worked into her under -lip in some 
savage manner of ornamentation. She held a gonrd 
to my lips and I drank therefrom a delicious broth. 
I blessed her and lapsed once more into unconscious- 
ness. 


On the fifth day thereafter, so I learned later, my 


fever began to abate and I was able to grasp the fact 
that I had crawled into a native village. I was as 
weak as a kitten, and, indeed, it has been a marvel to 
me that I ever came back out of the shadow. 
The 


savages, by tender care of me, with strengthening 
drinks and their own primitive remedies, wrought the 
miracle and restored life to a man who was as near 
to death as he well could be. They fed me judiciously, 
checked my sickness, and when I could make out their 
meaning assured me that I should stay with them 
as long as was necessary to restore my strength. 


The big room I found to be a colossal hut, forty feet 


high and one hundred and fifty feet In diameter, 
thatched with palm leaves and with sides formed of 
the stems of the pachiuba tree. It was the communal 
residence of the tribe. A single door and-an opening 
in the centre of the roof over the fire were the only 
openings. In this place two hundred and fifty-eight 
natives slept each night, the men in hammocks, the 
women and children on the ground. 


The next day I could get out of my hammock, 


though I could not stand without the aid of the two 
women who had been told off to nurse me. Walking 
between these supporters I was taken before the chief 
in the outer compound. I addressed him iu Spanish 
and Portuguese aud in the tribal dialect, of which I 
had acquired a smattering from my former compan- 
ions. All efforts were useless. He let me know by 
friendly signs that I should return' to the hut and that 
I would not be molested. His_tribe was'one that oc- 
cupied aa almost unknown region and had had al- 
most no contact with whites or with the less savage 
peoples near the rivers. 


I spent seven weeks among these natives, whom I 


afterwards identified as the Mangeroma Indians. 
Their reputation throughout the Amazon country is 
sinister and many are the dark tales told of their 
ferocity. I can only say that they accorded me the 
kindest ire.itment and that I owe my life, entirely to 
their patience and humanity. On one occasion I had 
a glimpse of the practices which have given them a 
bad name. A feast was forward and I saw the prep- 
arations. The Mangeromns are cannibals. The fact 
is not to be denied. Beyond this abhorrent habit I 
think there are few savage races that would not suffer 
in comnnrifon with them. 


When J was able to resume my journey I parted 


on (.lie friendliest terms with my hosts and was es- 
rortcrt to ilie Bronco River by a party of them. Xbere 
they placed me on my way and a walk of six hours 
brought me to a rubber camp. The owner of the 
camp look me. down by canoe to the mouth of the 
river, where tlie large estate of La Compagnie Trans- 
.i!lant.ioiic de Caoutchouc is situated. The manager 
of the estate sent two men with me by water to Fior-'' 
csta, whence I had started into the wilderness. 


Colonel tin Silva had long since given me up as dea«S 


and received me warmly. 1 told him of the deaths oi 
Jerome and the chief, and 1 learned from him for the 
first time (hat the three other members of the party, 
from whom we had separated at tambo No. 9 on that 
ill fated day of the return, had escaped from the jun- 
gle in safety. After three more weeks I was able to go 
by launch to Ilcmatc de Males, then by canoe to the 
mouth of the .Livary Kivcr, and at last, on the Amazon 
ilseif. I got passage by the Napo, an.English steamer 
bound from Iquitos, Peru, to New lork. 


My onc box of gold dust I sold for S43G. If I were 


assured of that much for every minute of my stay I 
would not again venture into that fearful Jangle I 
have never recovered from the sufferings it inflicted 
upon me. probably never shall. The worst moment* I 
bare now are those when, in dreams, I imagine my- 
self once more in tbc cliches of the unknown, lostta 
the endless forest nnd compassed abont by tb« Vtrt, 
impenetrable, pitiless wall of green.

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The Commissioners have given long and serious 


thought to the problems involved, aiid have even 
thought of the drastic expedient of "closing a portion 
of the shore for a term of two or more years, and then 
opening it to the public, under suitable restrictions," 
as the most feasible means of reinstating the clam 
industry, but they regard it as impracticable. 


In conclusion they say:—"The only feasible solution 


of the problem yet proposed Ls, we believe, the leasing 
to individuals of the shore rights for the cultivation of 
the clam. According to the proposed law before the 
Legislature of Massachusetts the cities or towns are 
given discretion in the matter of leasing. In this way 
consideration of local interests is guaranteed. 


"The objection to the leasing of :t part of the clam 


grounds to individuals on the theory of the rights of 
the free fisheries loses force and justification when 
the particular fishery is depleted almost to the van- 
ishing point and no one is getting the benefit of what 
might be a considerable industry." 


The General Assembly has been asked to enact a law 


in accordance with the commission's recommenda- 
tions, and it may also so amend the existing laws 
bearing on the shellfish industry in general that the 
Commissioners may again avail themselves of the 
benefit of the almost invaluable services of Professor 
Albert D. Mead, of Brown University, who resigned 


now of New York, and won the Fourth International 
Fishery Congress gold prize in 190S for the best origi- 
nal and practical method of lobster culture. He had 
scientifically directed all the efforts of the commis- 
sion, and is believed to be the one man who can save 
the State from the threatened calamity. He located 
the station of the commission at Wickford. it* present 
site, twelve years ago, and there he discovered, on 
Cornelius Island, in that year one of the mnsf remark- 
able clam sets ever found anywhere. 12,500 clams 
being counted in one square yard. Two years later 
the same phenomenon occurred. 7.71~> U- a square 
yard; but not since 1004 have any extraordinary sets 
been found, though a most thorough examination of 
the shores is "made every year and a perfex-t record 
kept of the conditions found. 


During 'the season of 190fi. which extended fmro 


May to October, more than thirty-five hundred bushels 
of clams were taken from a single bed. and there was 
a good supply left. Now that bed is practically bare. 


Almost Interminable digging lias been found to be 


the principal cause of the small sets in nearly every 
locality where there is now a notable scarcity of clams, 
the set increasing when the digging ceases. 


hut the yield has been many thousands of bushels an- 
nually. 


The spawning season extends from the larter part 


of May into the early part of July. Artificial fertiliza- 
tion in May has developed approximately twenty pel 
cent of tin- clams in a perfectly normal manner. 
Ob- 


servations extending over nearly a decade show thai 
clams setting at any time other thau the early summer 
have little economic im|«>rtaiice. 


Among the enemies the new born clam has to fight 


are the Hides, which sweep the larvae into rocky places 
or out to sea: niBiiy varieties of Hsh. mollusks, cru»- 
tacea. &<:., particularly the paddler 'and rock crabs, 
which dig up and eat clams of a considerable size. 
Four rock crabs were seen to dig up and gorge upon 
twenty-one fair sized clams in two weeks. The sea 
snail even burrows after the clams and bores neat 
holes'through tliem. one snail disposing of half a clam 
a day in this manner for two weeks. The oyster drill 
(Urosalpinx) is also a voracious enemy o£ the clam.

claims first place In "Little Rhody's" diadem, and oc- 
cupies relatively the same position in Providence as 
does the sacred codfish on Beacon Hill. Indeed.'when 
the New York architects were considering the fittest 
symbol' to surmount the dome of the three million dol- 
lar marble palace-on Smith Hill, Providence, where 
the State's solons hold forth, it whs gravely suggested 
that a heroic clam should occupy the place now 
proudly held by the flgure'of the "Independent Man." 


Clam propagation.'clam digging, cliim serving, fol- 


lowing the monster clambakes which hare made the 
State famous throughout the East, are a most im- 
portant part of Rhode Island's industrial and social 
life. Hamlets, villages and towns have sprung into 
life on either side of Narragansett Bay, have waxed 
and waned, declined and .fallen, according as the clam 
has been plentiful or scarce.

Life History. 


Hence the scientific interest in the subject and the 


extended study that has been made of the clam's life 
history and habits and economic importance. 
Under! 


the life history these studies have comprised the 
spawning season, the free swimming period.- the at- 
tachment period, the commencement of burrowing and 
growth and age at sexual matnrtty. 


The questions of economic importance include:— 


Physical causes of the depletion of the clam flats, 
natural enemies of the clam, methods of increasing the 
rearly yield, transplanting, rate of growth and results 
of experiments in transplanting. 


These studies have convinced the scientists Hhat 


while the shores do not now yield so abundantly as in 
former years the production can be increased not only 
to its former amount but far beyond it under proper 
restrictions and with adequate encouragement from 
the State. 


It has'been found feasible, practical and profitable 


:o transplant clams, and tbe scientists have proved 
that a good crop can be reared in two years under 
right conditions, small crops being reared at the Wick- 
ford experiment station under'the watchful eyes of the 
Investigators who shared the popular taste for the 
clam and regretted its vanishing tendency.

Jence hare savored more of Indian corn, sweet po- 
tatoes, qnahang (hardshell clam) fritters. &c.. than 
inything else, and clambakes have been like "Hatn- 
«t" with the ghost eliminated, hardlyeven haunting 
reminiscences of tbe days that were. And conditions 
bare gone from bad to worse until the' very existence 
of the clam is threatened, notwithstanding the ex- 
penditure of many thousands of dollars by the State 
lor the investigation and propagation of the luscious 


Bonnet, have been examined for the extent of the 
yearly "clam set," which, as a recent rule, has been 
very poor, and that iu only one case has the "set"' 
been found to be abundant, though less than ten 
years ago there were scores o£ places in which the 
clam was plentiful, large and luscious. In only one 
place was a large "set" found last, fall, that beins on 
an urea of about an acre in the vicinity of Field's 
Point, five miles south of Providence proper. 


Here the small clams, those measuring half an inch 


long, averaged about three hundred to the square foot. 
The Commissioners refer to the soft shell variety, 
from which the clambake takes its name ami (U'rives 
its fame. 
Tbe larger, bard shell riani is .sciiprally 


called quanaug, and is the principal ingredient i;i 111* 
clam chowders, a constituent part of the clainb:il;c. 


Waxing eloquent on the subject the Commissioners 


represent that "the State of Rhode Island has a 
unique interest in the soft shell clam, not only on ac- 
count of the famous institution the clambake, but 
because through your commission it was the pioneer 
in the discovery of the possibilities and the methods 
of clam culture. The results of the work which your 
commission commenced here more than ten years ago, 
and continued under Chapter 174 of the General 
Laws, have been confirmed and extended and ex- 
ploited in otiier States, notably in Massachusetts. 


"for these reasons,'' says the report, "and because 


the clam industry, at present at low ebb. has splendid 
possibilities, we recommend the question of regula- 
tion of the clam fishery to your serious consideration. 
Under the prevailing conditions the clam product of 
the State is an insignificant fraction of what it might 
be. and docs not begin to supply the clams for home 
consumption.

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PLANT BAD SEED-EXPECT POOR~CROP 


^Testing the Seed is Absolutely Necessary if Improvement in 


the Corn Crop is Desired. 


It is now »oo late to talk about how 


this spring's seed-corn should have 
been saved, but taking the seed we 
hav« we may select the best of it in 
this way. The corn should be placed 
on tables in a light room and studied 
on a bright day. Never attempt to 
pick out your seed-corn except in the 
best light. Examine the ears careful- 
ly as to weight and color. 


Take some of the grains from each 


ear and notice the shape and the 
depth. Go hack and forth over the 
«ars until you know each one. 


Reject the poorer corn and work 


the best ears over to one end of the 
table. Save only the best for plant- 
Ing; or If qulto a little is needed, make 
two or more grades of corn and plant 
In different parts of the field. 


The qualities that should be consid- 


ered in tho selection of corn are type- 
of-bred characteristics, general quali- 
ties regardless of variety or type, 
maturity and seed condition, and com- 
position. 


A familiarity with these points may 


be had by going over tho seed-corn 
several times and studying one quality 
at a time. Notice how great a variation 
may be found in each quality and de- 
cide what types should be used as a 
practical standard. 


As a means of selecting the best 


seed-corn, doubtless the adaptability 
maturity, seed condition, amount of 
grain and uniformity of grain are 
among the important qualities, but the 
exact relative importance of each has 
not been determined. 


As a matter of fact, the importance 


device to determine the 


proper depth to plant seeds. 


of the several qualities varies in the 
comparison of different ears, the seed 
conditions may be practically the only 
factor in 'deciding, since one would 
show a strong germination and the 
other fail to -germinate; while in com- 
paring two other ears tho seed condi- 
tions may not be a deciding factor at 
all, since each germinates equally well. 


For the use of the beginner in pick- 


ing out seed-corn, perhaps the best 
rules that could be given are as fol- 
lows: 


Select ears of-medium size for your 


locality. The small-eared types -which

_^ Select'ears of bright, healthy color. 
Ears of a dull or pale color are usually 
immature or have been exposed to the 
weather; their seed condition is apt to 
bo poor and the vitality of the plants 
low. 


Select ears with grains of uniform 


size and shape. 
Aside from its indica- 


tion of trueness to type, uniformity 
of grain is of considerable importance 
in getting an even distribution of seed 
and a uniform stand. 


To test seed corn for germination 


Is essential to modern methods of 
corn-production. The poor stand of 
corn is largely responsible for the low 
average yield, and it is impossible to 
get a good stand without good, strong 
seed. 


No one can Identify and discard all 


the ears of poor germinating qualities 
without the aid of a germinating test. 


A hand-made germinator which has 


proven very satisfactory may be made 
of a box 2x20x30 inches inside meas- 
ure.' Fill nearly full of moist sand 
and mark into squares two Inches 
across by a cord which is passed 
around the nails driven in the sides 
of the box. 


.The checks In the first row, be- 


ginning at one end are numbered from 
1 to 10, the second 
to 20, etc.

After placing six grains trpm each ear 
in their respective checks, another 
half inch of "moist- sand is -used to 
cover the corn. If in any check all

It la one of tho 
best and simplest because tho neces- 
sary materials can be easily procured, 
the Germinating seed does not need to 
bo uncovered or disturbed during the 
test, and the conditions are artificial 
only to the extent of treating all 
kernels alike, which is necessary to 
secure reliable results. Testing in soil

Every Precaution Should Be TaRen tb Prevent the Breeding of 


This Common Household Pest. 


The fly of world-wide distribution is 


perhaps the one most important insect 
pest known to man. As a direct pest 
it is a source of great annoyance, 
necessitating, with the mosquito, an 
estimated annual expenditure in the 
United States alone of more than 
$10.000.000 for the screening of habit- 
ations. But the importance of this tly 
as an annoying pest is insignificant 
compared with its importance as a 
menace to publL- health through the 
dissemination of disease germs. 
In 


the maggot stage the tly thrives in all 
kinds of filth and us adult It feeds 
upon similar mate-rials, thus ingesting 
the deadly germs of enteric diseases, 
such as typhoid fever, cholera, cholera 
infantum, the tropical dysentery, to 
deposit them hours, or even days, later 
in fly specks, often on various articles 
of food; or these microscopic organ- 
isms may be collected on the feet of 
the fly and later adhere to some food 
supply over w_hich the fly may crawl 
in 'its travels. 


Typhoid fever is one of the most 


serious ailments to which man is sub- 
ject. There are about 250,000 cases 
of this disease annually in America, 
about 35,000 proving- fatal. Sixty per 
cent of the deaths in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war and 30 per cent of the deaths 
in the Boer war were caused by this 
disease. One investigator has found 
the bacilli of typhoid fever in the de- 
jecta of house, flics twenty-three days

INDIAN RUNNER DUCK 


These ducks came originally from 


India; hence the name Indian. The 
term "Runner" comes from tho fact 
that they literally -run instead of 
waddling like most ducks. 


Th'e Indiap Runner is a . breed of 


small, utility duck noted for its ess 
production, and is often termed the 
Leghotn of the duck family. These 
ducks have been credited' with records 
of more than 200 eggs each In flocks 
of ten, and 192 eggs each in flocks of 
one hundred. The "Runners" are ac- 
tive in their habits, are good foragers, 
.and'on an extensive run are able to 
find a large proportion of their food. 
They are non-setters, are hardy and 
easily reared, but do not stand con- 
fineirtnt 
well. Their flesh is of a 


deep yellow color and is of fine qual- 
ity, 
but their small size is rather 


acainst them for market purposes, 
except for broilers. 


The standard-bred Indian Runner 


has-a: long, flat, finely formed head of

especially If it is in a state of ferment-

of this disease may be in the system 
several weeks before diagnosis !• po»- 
slble, continue In numbers six or eight 
weeks after apparent recovery, and In 
exceptional cases may be discharged 
from the system during a period of 
several years. There are authentic 
records of a patient distributing; these 
germs for seventeen years and being 
the inoipent cause of 13 cases during 
fourteen years of that period. Other 
diseases conveyed by this fly-are tuber- 
culosis, anthrax, plague, trachoma, 
septicemia, erysipelas, leprosy, yaws, 
and perhaps smallpox. 


In an Investigation of the sources of 


bacteria in milk, the Connecticut Ex- 
periment Station studied the bacterial 
population of 414 flies and concludes 
that tho domestic fly Is a dangerous 
enemy to human health. 


The numbers of bacteria on a slnele 


fly may range all the way from 650 to 
6,600,000. Early in the fly season the 
numbers of bacteria on flies are com- 
paratively small, while later the num- 
bers are comparatively very large. The 
place where flies live also determines 
largely the number that they carry. 
The average for the 414 flies. w,as 
about one and one-fourth millions 
bacteria on . each. It hardly seems 
possible for so small a bit of life to 
carry so large a number of organisms. 


Afc flies cannot bite, they do not in- 


oculate individuals with disease as do 
some mosquitoes but they act us 
mechanical 
carriers conveying tho 


germs either upon their bodies, or 
within the alimentary canal, to be 
deposited with the excrement The 


atlon. But it will also breed In human 
excrement, barnyard refuse of all 
kinds, dirty bedding of piggeries, de- 
caying animal and vegetable sub- 
stances, garbage, sputum in splttooni. 
or other filth, provided there Is suffl. 
clent amount of moisture and moder- 
ately high temperature. A single re. 
fuse heap will supply a whole neigh- 
borhood with flies. It is not uncom- 
mon to find a manure heap literally 
alive with wriggling magots. 


The adult flies feed greedily upon 


all kinds of fllth and offensive offal, 
attack sores on all kinds of animals, 
swarm around the sputum and excreta 
of persons afflicted with loathaom* 
and dangerous diseases, and then,, 
whenever a chance offers, crawl eager- 
ly over food, oftentimes leaving behind 
a trail of sickness and death.

TO RAISE MELONS EARLY 


The following plan may be prac- 


ticed in planting various kinds of 
seeds but it is especially adapted to 
watermelons, since this fruit, when 
pla'ced on the market early is a won- 
derful profit maker. 


Set small tin cans on live coals and 


heat them until the bottom may be 
•removed, place several cans in a box 
and fill them with loose, rich soil, 
prepared just as you would' a seed 
bed for any other kind of seed.

keep the box where it is warm (in 
the house most of the time). A 
sprinkling of sand on the surface will 
help to keep down any weeds that 
may spring up. 


Dampen thc. soil daily and provide 


as much sunlight as possible by set- 
ting the box in the window. 
When 


the day is warm and bright place the 
bo:c out of doors, thus supplying those 
two essentials to plant-production— 
air and light. 


When the plants are large enough 


for transplanting and the danger of 
frost is over slip the soil together 
with tho young plants from the cans, 
place them in a rich hill prepared ex- 
pressly for the purpose, being- care- 
ful not to remove any of tho soil from 
arour.d thc roots of the plants. 


After they arc all started growing 


thin them out until there are five 
plants in a hill. 


Besides producing an early crop 


and securing a high price for the pro- 
duct this method is especially com- 
mendable on account of avoiding tha 
danger of late frost and destruction by 
bugs and worms, which last-named is 
a common occurrence at an early 
stage where the plants arc propagated 
In the open field. 


Also thc plants will have secured a 


growth of several inches before they

KEEP THE COLT UF 


Nearly every one aims to give his 


brood-mares about a week's rest after 
foaling, but on few farms are sufficient 
horses kept so that they can be allow- 
ed a longer period' of rest than'this. 


When the 
again put into 


fields, shall the colt be allowed to.fol- 
low tho mare, or kept in the barn? 
, The latter is tho better plan in many 
ways. 
If the foal is allowed to follow 


its mother to the field, to trudge after 
her all day long, it will be completely 
tired out, long before the day's work 
is ended. 


It is also In danger of being Injured 


in various ways. It would be far bet- 
ter off left at tho barn in a lot, or, if 
the weather is bad, in a box stall, 
where it can do itself no harm. 


After the -first day, 'the colt will 


cease to be restless, and will become 
perfectly contented, as soon as its 
mother is taken out of its sight. 


Also, under this plan, the mare will' 


work as well as usual, after tho first 
day or two, which would not be the 
case if the colt were in the field where 
she could keep It in sight most of tho 
time. 


The first week, of course, it will be 


necessary to unhitch the mara in the 
middle of the forenoon and again in 
the middle of the afternoon, and take 
her to the barn and allow the colt to 
suck, but this Is not one half as in- 
convenient as having the colt in the 
field to get in the way, and to keep 
its mother in a flutter of excitement 
It will not be long before the colt can 
bo left away from its mother half a 
day at a time and then the mare can 


be worked without any Inconvenience 
whatever. 


If there are two or more colts, put' 


them In a lot together when their 
mothers go to the fields, and they will 
be more contented. 


When there Is any necessity of- hav- 


ing the brood-mare away from home 
all day, the colt should be haltere'd to 


Too young to travel far.

EES had always played an Important part in 
iny dreams of country living and I had iiot 
long been in possession of Somersthorpe be- 
fore I entered into negotiations for a beehive. 
bees to occupy it and the various accessories 


of beekeeping. 
11 had read Maeterlinck on "The Bee," Leigh Hunt's 
"Jar of Honey" and other literature, but 1 was chiefly 
fascinated by the decorative possibilities of a beehive 
under a gnarled and hoary apple tree perpetually in 
blossom and the bees visiting the flowers in an old 
fashioned garden and the clover in the fields in search 
of translucent honey. 


I added to my farm library the most highly recom- 


mended book for the amateur on practical beekeeping 
and then I went to visit the dealer in bees and bee 


v supplies. I had in mind the.quaiiit. long bearded old 


man whom I used to see tending his bees in a garden 
adjoining the boarding school that I attended fn my 
youth—a great authority on bees. 1 had fancied that 
a bee man always looked like that. The city address 
I had, however, led me to an office in a skyscraper, 
where I was waited upon by an ordinary young busi- 
ness man, who handed me a catalogue.

he explained to me, came in the form of flat rectangu- 
lar boards, which could be put up into the form of the 
sample hive he showed me.

wrists and I also bestowed extra protection upon my 
ankles. My appearance was greeted with howls of 
derision. Undaunted 1 went forth to choose a site for 
the hive. I knew it, of course—the corner of an 
orchard, more picturesque than productiv<>. Before I 
could set up the hive, however, the hired man had 
Interposed:—"They'll sting the life out o' the horses 
there. You can't have bees where animals is pas- 
tured." 


I accepted his judgment and cast about for another 


location and found it under a Jetached tree near the 
kitchen door.

It's been bad 


enough havlu' them in the dining room," decloied out 
maid of all work. 


Mepkly I withdrew and looked about for an inoffen-

Lost Trace of Them. 


"Did you sec any bees?" I inquired, of the Italian 


laborers. They had seen them and h.id thrown their 
tin dinner pails at them, but all to no effect.

to be torn off a bouse up the country to get out n fine 
deposit of honey.

golden brown mass with water, so that they could not 
undertake a surprise flight, and then climbed up'the 
tree, nnd with a feather duster softly knocked them 
into a box, where I kept them until I could get a hive. 
Xone was to be had in my neighborhood and I had 
to wait for one to come'from the city before I could 
house my swarm. It was the first of July that this 
swarm went forth and the adage was proved it wasn't 
"worth a fly." The bees did not gather enough honey 
to keep themselves over winter. 


My original hive, however, was filled with the clear- 


est and most delicate ambrosia when, smoker in hand. 
I opened it in September—both the "big lower space, 
which was the bees' own winter provision, and the 
upper story, in which were the well filled sections that 
were to' be removed for my delectation. I had the 
greatest pleasure In bestowing honey upon my scoff- 
ing friends and in receiving the remorseful acknowl- 
edgments of the family as they asked for more. 


I read up on how to winter bees. 'Most authorities 


said that it was cruel to let hives stand unprotected 
through the rigors of<STorthern winters. Most of my 
neighbors, I observed regretfully, were, evidently cruel, 
for as I drove through the country I noticed that most 
hives stood unprotected in the open and, from appear- 
ances, had stoo'd there through many seasons. The 
authorities suggested several kinds of winter protec- 
tion for the bees. The one most highly approved was 
the provision of an extra hive, so that there should be 
a double covering. This might be favorable for the 
bees. It would also prove profitable for the dealers in 
be'e supplies. But It would be expensive for me. It 
was also suggested that a home made covering of 
leaves, cornstalks or straw might be provided, or that 
the beehives might be transferred to the cellar. I de- 
cided upon the cellar for ruy beehives, and thither they 
were carried and cosily placed in a corner on a frosty 
Jvovember day.

Thanksgiving of that year was a peculiarly balmy

It was like 
the widow's cnise of oil—the more swarms left the 
hive the more bees there were in it. Even the family 
got excited over the* wonder. 


The worst of it was that after ilie first two swarms 


the bees perversely refused to swarm according to 
rule- Never once did they drap--1 themselves convcn- 


Once they alighted on a 


ithe new hive and the other bees will follow," directed 
the authorities.

CACA.O AS A "BEVERAGE. 


"TT CHICAGO University professor in a recent state- 
t~\ inent predicted that in a few years cacao bever- 


ages would replace tea and coffee as a part of our 


daily meals. He asserted that whereas coffee and tea 
give very little nutrition to the body, cacao contains 
elements which make it a highly nutritive and im- 
portant food product. 


From being but an occasional beverage cacao, which 


is characteristically an American product, is now 
actively competing with tea and coffee. 
The industry - 


in this country has grown remarkably during the 
last ten years, the importations of raw cacao in- 
creasing regularly year after year. 


Tho three products in use are known as caca« 


butter, cacao powder and cake chocolate. The manu- 
facture of the latter requires no small amount of skill 
and knowledge. 


The butter is merely the oil or grease of the kernel 


usually extracted by pressure, and leaving a residue 


still containing a certain amount of vegetable fat, 
which being ground is used in making the beverage 
commonly known as cocoa. 


.When chocolate is intended to bo produced, the care 


fully cleaned kernels are crushed into a mass, flavor**, 
and manipulated according to the many different 
methods in use, and after a certain amount -St. pure 
cacao butter has been added it is pressed into small 
cakes ami is re.-idy for tho market 


The c.-icau bean is made up of kernel, husk and 


shell. The kernels usually contain nbout fifty-five per 
cent of oil. and when freed from their envelopes are 
ground into a mass, brought to a temperature of 
sixty or seventy degrees, placed in coarse linen sacks 
and pressed in steam heated machines. 
After the 


lirst pressure the cacao cnkc contains about thirty per 
cent of fat. 
It is ground ami repressed until not 


more tban fifteen per cent of the fatty substance re- 
"mains. 
The oil or grease which has been extracted 


is called cacao butter ntid is used chiefly by. chocolate 
manufacturers. 
Thc. butter is of a yellowish white 


color, but if exposed to the light for any length of 
time turns entirely white. 
It has a sweet and agre;e- 


alilc taste. 


After the butter has been withdrawn from the maw 


there remains an oily cake, which is ground into * 
fine iwwder for the market 
The raw beans usually 


yield 'row forty to Corty-tive per cent of their weight 
in butter and thirty per cent In cacao powder.
